RAILROAD RATES DISCUSSED. 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.— Mr. Liitle- 
field of Maine put an inquiry to Mr, 
Wadsworth of New York, in charge of 
the bill, regarding the policy to be pur- 
sued in connection with appropriations. 
He specifically asked if the appropria- 
tions were to be continued at their ex- 
isting mark and thereby involve the

Under latitude of debate, Mr. Scott of 
Kansas discussed the question of dis- 
criminating rates by railroads, and said 
that there had been a general demand 
from the agricultural section of Kansas 
for relief. He called attention to the 
Hepburn bill regulating rates charged 
by railroads, which, with the exception 
of a few details, he said, fully met the 
demand for remedial! legislation. 

Mr. Williams of Mississippi inquired 
if the present Interstate Commerce 
Commission had done anything which 
justified their being put out of office. 

Mr. Scott replied that he was relying 
on the good sense of the President in 
the matter, whose hands should be un- 
tied im order that he might have abso- 
lute freedom to seture men whom 
thought best suited for the work. 

GENERAL DEBATE. 

A general debate followed on the rail- 
way rate question. As spokesman for 
his party on the floor, Mr. Willians said 
that the Democratic party was com- 
mitted, without addition or subtraction, 
to the recommendations of the President 
in his recent message. The Democrats, 
he said, were glad to have the Presi- 
dent’s views, “because it was Demo- 
cratic doctrine, and ought te be Amer- 
ican doctrine.”” -

he said, facing the Republican > 
call upon you as American 
help us toe-mark them.” 

Mr. Bell of California made a vig- 
orous speech in favor of railroad rate 
revision.

TAX WOOD ALCOHOL. 
Congressman Tawney of Minne- 


sota has introduced a bill providing 


for a tax on wood @leoho!l. The text 

of the measure (H. R. 16911,) is as fol- 

lows: 
“Be it enacted by the Senate and 


sembled. 

day of July, nineteen hundred and 
five, there shall be levied and col- 
lected on all crude wood alcohol which 
shall be thereafter produced in the 
United States a tax of 90 cents on 
each proof gallon or wine gallon when 
below proof, and a proportionate tax 
at a like rate on all fractional parts 
of such proof or wine gallon: and 
when such wood alcohol is refined 
the tax shall be at the rate of 50 cents 
per proof gallon or wine gallon when 
below proof. 

“Provided, That for the purpose of 
enforcing the collection of said tax, 
the manufacture and sale of wood al- 
cohol shall be subject to all the pro- 
visions of the internal revenue laws 
of the United States in relation to 
distilled spirits produced from cereals, 
so far as the same may be applicable 


and to rules and regulations to be 


Whether this plan is better than the 
proposed removal of the tax on grain 


alcohol, “denaturized” so as to make 


it unfit for drinking purposes, is a 


question which will bear discussion. 


There is much to be said on both 


sides of the subject, and action should 
not be taken by Congress too. hastily, 
for the question is really one of great 
and far-reaching importance, in view 
of the extensive use which has been 


made of wood alcohol as an adulter- 


ant for beverages, patent medicines, 
etc. That some method must be found 
of putting a stop to this abuse is ap- 
parent.

Speaker Prescott Declines the 
Superintendency. 


| Anti-Prize Fight Bill is Now 


Under Consideration. 
Charges Against Judge Smith 
Some New Bills. 


{BY DINECT WLRE TO THE TIMES.) 


SACRAMENTO, Jan. 26.--[Exclusive 
Dispatch.} Prescott declines the posi- 
tion of superintendent of Whittier Re- 
form School. The Governor will give 
the position to McKenney, chairman of 
the Prison Reform Committee. A spe- 
cial prison committee leaves here Fri- 
day night to take testimony at Whit- 
tier. It consists of McKenney, Bliss, 
Boyle, Olmsted. 

The bill appropriating $70,000 for the 
expenses of maintaining an exhibit of 
California products at the Lewis and 


Stary Clark Exposition at Portland was 


passed today. The bill now goes to the 
Governor for his signature. The bill 
was introduced in the Assembly by 
Bliss and in the Senate by Belshaw. 
It sets forth the expenses to be met by 
the money thus appropriated as those 
of erecting buildings and collecting and 
maintaining an exhibit. 

Assemblyman Espey of Alameda 
handed in a bill adding one more to 
the causes for which diverce may be 
granted. The proposed law stipulates 
that in addition to adultery, extreme 
cruelty, willful desertion, willful neg- 
lect, habitual intemperance or conviction 
of felony, in cases of incurable mania 
or dementia of either party having ex- 
istea for three years, the court may, in 
its discretion, grant a divorce. Another 
section provides that in cases of this 
sort the summons must be served not 
only on the insane defendant, but upon 
his guardian and all members of his 
family. 

Assemblyman Amerige of Fullerton 
proposes to make the willful waste of 
water from overflowing or artesian 
wells a misdemeanor. He has handed 
in the following amendment to the Po- 
litical Code, which reads as follows: 

“Every owner, lessee, occupant or 
person. in possession of real property 
who negligently or willfully causes or 
permits water from any artesian or 
flowing well upon premises occupied or 
owned by him to go to waste by over- 
flow is guilty of a misdemeanor punish- 
able by a fine of not less than $10 nor 
more than $200." 

TO PREVENT ADULTERATION. 

Pyle of Santa Barbara has introduced 
a bill delegating power to the State 
Board of Health to enforce the acts 
proscribing the imitation or adultera- 
tion of honey or olive oll. His bill also 
provides that with the approval of the 
Governor the board of health may ap- 
point a competent chemist for the pur- 
pose of analyzing all food supplies col- 
lected’ by an official inspector of food 
whose appointment is also stpu!ated. 

The inspector receives his appoint- 
ment in 57 same manner as the chem- 
ist, and duties ate preséribed. He 
must collect and supervise the collec- 
tion of articles of food or drink, drugs, 
medicines and mineral waters manu- 
factured or importe: into this State. 
The chemical expert is to maintain his 
headquarters at the State University. 
Both officials appointed are to serve 
from month to month at a salary of 
$200 each per month of service. Pro- 
vision is also made for the appointment 
of deputy inspectors. 


Finally, the State Board of Health. 


is empowered to appoint an attorney 
whose duty it chall be to prosecute all 
those detected in the adulteration of 
the articles stipulated in breach of 
the law. Penalty for the infringement 
of the food and drink adulteration 
acts is fixed at ot less than $100 nor 
more than $500. 

The proposed enactment provides for 
the appropriation of $10,000 to enable 
the State Board of Health to carry 
out its provisions.

world, Assemblyman Gates of Chico 
this morning introduced a bill making 
it unlawful for any of the teachers in 
the State Univereity to recommend the 
business or merchandise of one citi- 
zen as against another, or give writ- 
ten statements under the name of the 
University as a professor or aasistant 
thereof that could be construed as a 
discrimination or as prejudicial in 
commerce. 

A second and even more stringent 
vision of the bill prohibits any pro- 
sor or instructor in the technical 

colleges of the university ‘from ac- 
cepting, performing or receiving com- 
pensation for services performed out- 
side his duties in the university dur- 
ing, the college terms, and ata no time 
will services of a non-university char- 
acter be performed with university 
apparatus or appliances, 

The board of regents are directed 
to openly reprimand any professor for 
a violation of this proposed statute for 
the first offense, and for the second and 
subsequent offenses he shall be sus- 
pended without pay for not less than 
six months. 

The bill is aimed portieularly at 
p: .‘essors in mining and engineer- 
ing colleges, whose salaries at the un-

JUDGE SMITH’S CASE. 
ATTORNEYS PUSH CHARGES. 
{BY DIRFCT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 
SACRAMENTO, Jan. 26.—{Exclusive 

Dispatch.] Bearing the charges upon 
which they wish to institute impeach- 
ment proceedings in the Assembly 
against Judge Lucas F. Smith of Santa 
Cruz, Attorneys J. H. Leonard and 
W. M. Adeylotte of the same city ar- 
rived in Sacramento this morning. 

Whether or not these charges will 
ever be submitted or not depends 
largely upon the attitude of Assembly- 
man George C. Cleveland of Watson- 
ville. Cleveland stated that the 
charges made are true of hie own 
knowledge, but at the same time he 
is loath tp submit them to the Assem- 
bly. This would be done, of course, 
by resolations calling for an investi- 
gation. 

The charges against Judge. Smith 
have not the same sensational features 
as those recently ordered investigated 
by the Assembly in the case of Judge 
Torrance of San Diego. The gravest 
charge in the case of the Santa Cruz 
jurist ts that of favoritism for At- 
torney Charies M. Cassin, whose al- 
leged monopoly of securing Judgments 
in favor of his clients is said to be the 
cause of action against Judge Smith. 
The predilection of the latter for this 
attorney, it is charged. has caused 
His Honor to allow Cassin to assault 


a Mtigant in open court without even 
o much as a reprimand for the breach 
of peace. 

Judge Smith, it ts charged, interested 
himself in the case of a defendant in 
a felony charge, and upon conviction, 
it is Said. gave the offender the mini- 
mum sentence upon a certificate of 
good character produced by the de- 
fendant’s attorneys. 

GAVE HINT TO GROAN. 

According to the charges brought by 
Attorney Leonard, Judge Smith once 
advised him, while instituting a suit 
against the Southern Pacifie Company, 
to have his client examined;by the 
physicians of the railroad company 
and that he (Leonard) gave his client 
the hint to squeal or groan every time 
the physicians touched the injured 


One of the most glaring examples of 
misconduct alleged by the Santa Cruz 
attorneys is that Judge. Smith pron- 
ised the mother of one Bueina, charged 
with criminal assault, if her son would 
plead guilty and waive all en he 
would give him a light sentence. Hav- 
ing secured this concession, is 
Honor sentenced the young man to 
life imprisonment, the uttermost pen- 
alty of the law. 

Attorney Leonard is the president of 
the Santa Cruz Association and he 
says that in case Assemblyman Cleve- 


land will not present the charges in 


due form of petition and resolution to 
the Assembly, he will find no difficulty 
in finding some one who will. He says 
he will make Cleveland “stand up” or 
“stand in.” The political situation in 
Santa Cruz County is complicated, and 
Cleveland, it is said, is afraid of mak- 
ing any false motions. He was elected 
largely by the Grand Army of the Re- 
public contingent of — Crus 
County, of which Judge Smith is one 
of the leaders. Cleveland's friends are 
largely among those of Judge Smith's. 
On the other hand, there is a strongly 
growing sentiment that this should 
be the last term of Judge Smith. 
Cleveland says that in case he does 
take the charges against Smith before 
the lower house, he will see that they 
go through. He does not propose to 
have any half-hearted attempt at im-

STATE SCHOOL FUND. 

No compromise has yet been effected 
in the joint committees on education 
by which the San Francisco delegation 
feels safe in allowing the bill of State 
Superintendent of Public Instruction T.

This 
concession alone on the part of San 
Francisco, Mason claims, will mean 
that San Francisco will lose $87,000 per 
annum in the State apportionment of 
school funds. As it ise now, San Fran- 
cis o. contributes $1,300,000 to the fund 
and receives only $800,000 odd, by the 
apportionment. But the San Francisco 
delegation, which, by the way, is put- 
ting up all the fight against Kirk's bill, 
although it affects Los Angeles and 
Alameda counties most vitally, has ex- 
pressed its willingness to compromise 
on this measure, as under the Kirk bill 
it would lose $215,000. If, however, the 
substituts bill proposed by the San 
Francisco delegation is not adopted by 
the majority of the joint committee on 
Education it promises to put up such a 
fight on the floor as will defeat Super- 
intendent Kirk's bill.

Independent shippers are 
now paying 6 cents a box. and earlier 
in the year holiday fruit averaged 
about $1 per box. Just at this time.

| Fitting of the Old Quarters Put on 


the Block—Members Witness Dis- 
mantling of Rooms With Regret, 
While Bargain Hunters Revel—Or- 
ganization Temporarily HMomelsss. 


The red flag was flung yesterday 


from the windows of tne Jonathan 


Club, No. 132 South Spring street. It 
was not the crimson banner of the an- 
archist, but the emblem of the less 
violent auctioneer, 

The event marked the passing of the 
club from its time-fonored quarters to 
the new home that Is being prepared 
for it in the Huntington Building at 
Sixth and Main streets. 

When Auctioneer Clark made the 
final sale for the day members of the 
club admitted that a rabid anarchist 
hardly could have wrought greater 
havoc in the Interior arrangement af 
the place. Ruthless Hands had been 
laid on the furnishings and everything 
went for a price. 

It was not without sentiment that 
club members witnessed the disman- 
tling of the rooms, that for so many 
years had been theirs in toto. They 
almost wept when the hoi polloi swept 
through the portals, eager for bar- 
gains, and tramped through the rooms 
on three floors to which access for- 
merly had been denied to all but the 
elect. 

“Once—twice—third and last call, do 
I hear any more’?’’—this and other ex- 
pressions of the auctioneer were heard 
throughout the day as furniture, din- 
ing-room and kitchen accessories and 
other articles were put on the block 
and knocked down to the highest bid- 
ders. 


A clean sweep was made of the club, 
from the sleeping rooms on the fourth 
floor to the offices, parlors, buffet and 
billiard room on the second. Even the 
chandeliers suspended from the ceil- 
ing and attached to the side walls were 
bartered off. The mantels were sold. 
Shelving was torn from its place, and 
even a door had its price. 

It was atypical auction crowd. 
There were thrifty housewives looking 
for bargains; second-hand Jealers sur- 
veyed the stock with critical eye, and 
there were business men and club 
members, all with a bargain in view. 

Sad to relate, the auctioneer had to 
draw the line on a Woman who per- 
sisted in making jumps of five cents 
when the bidding was active on a set 
of portieres In the parlor that cost 
something like $1500 and which finally 
were sold for $150. : 

Three billiard tables were sold at 
$137 each, the total amount realized, it 
is claimed, being about the original 
cost of one. More than one hundred 
heavy oak dining-room chairs wer 
sold at $3 each and seven large oak 
dining tables, some of them extension, 
went for $8.50 each. One purchaser 
considered timself fortunate in getting 
a dosen billiard and pool balls, several 
of ivory, at $1.75 for the lot.

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THE INDUSTRIAL FUTURE OF LOS ANGELES. 
HERE was a day, not very far gone, when the name 
of Los Angeles city was to the average American 
merely synonymous with perpetual sunshine and 

midwinter roses and other climatic amenities to which 
the less favored East, North, and Middle West were 
sirangers. When the blizzard swept over the Dakotas, 
when Chicago felt the tron grip of the ice king, when 
New York was knee-deep iu snow slush, when even 


_ Florida sow her orange groves withered by the deadly 


kiss of hear frost, folks in all those places knew that 


things were different in the sunland of the southweer. 


Thore who could afford the time and the money packed 
their grips and came along, to return to their homes in 


‘the ring blessing and praising the climate which 


knows no driving snowstorms, no pinching drops to zero, 
no chilling damp thet saps the health and soaks both 
happiness and courage out of men's souls. And so the 
fame of this winter-sunned city spread far and wide. 
But with the great majority of individuals only long- 
ing eyes could be cast in the direction of the favored 
Southwest. Life is toil; men must work even ¢hough 
women and children weep, ¢he daily wage must be 
bravely earned while stormy winds do blow through long 
months of desolation, hardships and discomforts must 
be endured until the balmy breath of the eastern and 
northern spring comes again to reawaken neture into 
gladness. For these stalwart breadwinners Los Ange- 
les was but a fairy land, to be dreamed of and sighed 
for, but to be reluctantly placed beyond the pale of pos- 
sible atiainment. The tourist, the pleasure-seeker, the 
wealthy invalid, the leisured lover of dolce far niente, 
might come bere, but the toiling multitude was barred 
from entry. There were no openings for their industry, 
no avenues for their enterprise, no wages to meet the 


Stern necessity of earning the daily bread for wife and 


little ones. 


Thre day, however, is happily past and gone. Los 
Angeles can now with confidence open wide her arms, 
and welcome within her gates the toilers of America, the 
men who are the very life-blood of our nation. This 
chgnge bas been wrought mainly by the discovery of oil 
fuel right here beneath our feet. The discovery was 
made a few years ago, but only now are we beginning 
adequately to appreciate the value of this crowning gift 
of a bountiful Providence. Dame Nature had filled her 
cofnucopia with a right liberal measure of good things 
for the golden Southwest, but she seemed to have for- 


| gotten just one thing, and one very indispensable ching— 


cheap fuel. Without cheap fuel we were stranded amid 
the shoals of incomplete develcoment. We could grow 
oranges ahd lemons, olives and walnuts, grapes and 


‘tramway cars to glide and steel-cutting saws to spit 


and sugar beets for all the world. But a great modern 
community cannot live by farms and orchards alone. | 
“All men’s tastes do not lead to husbandry, and men's 
needs in these days of high civilization go far beyond 
the products of the soll. For the making of a prosper- 
ous people there must be manufactures as weil. And for 
long manufactures on any large scale seemed to be de- 
nied to Southern California, all because fuel, having to 
be imported, stood at a price that was oe prohib- 
itive. 

But, lo! the well-sinker struck the soil, and forth there 
gushed oil. Black and evil-smelling stuff! Yet what ® 
priceless boon for California, and for all the world as 
well. For where the furnace roars, the fly-wheel hums, 
and the piston throbs, all the world may come and win 
a wage. So Los Angeles is no longer merely the Mecca 
of the valetudinarian. The stalwart and strong, the 
young and vigorous, the enterprising and ambitious—all 
may come to drink the joys of perpetual sunshine. We 
shall continue to afford a haven to the heakth-seekers, 
but the captains of industry have now their place in 
our midst as well. 5 3 

With the utilization of oil fuel there has concurrently 
been a wonderful advance in the development of electric 
energy from water power. Almost every cafion stream 
within many wiles of Los Angeles has been pressed into 
the service of that modern magician, the dynamo, and 
now even Kern River has been compelled to transmute 
her tumbling waters into the sutale fluid that makes 


fire in the great busy city over 100 miles away. Oil and 
electricity—these be ¢he two talismanic words that are 
conjuring for the metropolis of the Southwest the manu- 
facturing prosper’ty that will mean happy homes for 
tens of thousands of workers. Four years ago the manu- 
factured products of Los Angeles were valued by the 
census authorities at only $21,297,537. Today the annual 
output is estimated at more than $40,000,000. Such has 
already been the growth within this short space of time 
under che double infuance af: cheap 
power. 

Capital has flowed into a land where “tactoried have not. 
to be built tornado-proof, and costly furnace heating 
during many months of each year is unnecessary. Every 
veek we have fresh evidences that the outside world is 
now awake to the advantages of Los Angeles as a manu- 
faccuring center. Let the stranger, or for that matter 
the towneman, visit the industrial quarters in the hth 
and the Sixth wards of the city, and he will be surprised 
at the scores of large factories going up all around. And 
these factories are new—that is ¢o say, they are laid out 
on plans which experience elsewhere has proved to be 
the best and most efficient, and are equipped with al! 
the finest and latest machinery. With the money of the 
croitalist has come skilled labor in every department of 
enterprise, not only the skilled hand labor that gets the 
best results out of a complicated piece of machinery, but 
the skilled brain labor that plans great industries and 
organizes chem on a vast scale. Niagara has her elec- 
tric power, Pennsylvania her oil fields; but we of South- 
ern California have both electric power and oil fields, 
with the third great asset of climate thrown in to make 
the balance kick the beam. And with the Panama Canal 
in process of making, and the great untapped markets of 
the Orient on the eve of opening, opportunity looms big 
ahead. Only now breaks the full day of the Golden 
South west.

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The tangerine is a little orange with a loose skin so 
fastened to it that it is sometimes called the kid-glove 
orange. The skin can casily be taken off and the sec- 
tions of che fruit pulled apart and eaten. The grape 
fruit, or poniele. has a delicious acid flesh, but a bitter, 
tight-sticking skin. 
Dr. Webber and his assistants have married this lIiicle 
tangerine Orange tree to the pomelo, and they have pro- 
duce’ a oomelo which, although not so large as the br- 
dinary pomelo, is of a good size. It has a loose skin 80 
that you can tear it off with your fingers as you can that 
of the tangerine orange. The flesh of thé mew pomelo 
orange is more delicious than thai of the pomelo itself. 
It is swecter than the pomelo, and more juicy and acid 
than the tangerine, and it contains the bitter principle 
of the grapefruit slightly reduced. lt might be called 
a kid-giove grapefruit.

They have married the 
Eastern and Western lettuces and they think they are 
Indeed, | saw many heads 
of lettuce today in the plant-breeding hotbeds which 
seemed almost perfect and combined the exceliences of 
both varietics. | | 
In talking with Dr. Galloway the gther day, be told 
me of some experiments he had made with violets. * He 
wanted to show that money could be made by ralsing 
them if they were properly handled, so he ercablished a 
commercial hotbed and set out 5000 plants. As they 
grew ke found that some produced only one blossom 
apiece and that others had a half-dozen or more, that 
some flowered in the month when they brought the hig- 
gest prices, and others just when there was the least 
demand. He made a careful selection of seeds, and after 
a time produced violeis which flowered just at the right 
¢ime and in the largest number per plant. The result 
was the hotbed paid a good dividend. He had then 
shown the success of his experiment and sold out. His 
successor paid no attention to plant selection, and in a 
short time he was makiug no more out of the hotbeds 
than his neighbbors. 


The Romance cf the Potato. 


— — 


Among che most romantic stories of plant production 
is that of the prosaic poiato. Potatoes are ordinarily 
produced by planting the potato or cuttings of it. A po- 
tato plant, however, sometimes produces a sced which 
may possibly yield a new variety. About 1850 a man 
named Goodrich experimented with wild Peruvian and 
Chile potatoes. He grew seodlings tron: those plants 
for a number of years, and finally from ihem produced 
two varieties which were fairly valuable, onc of which 
was known as the Garnet Chile. In 1860 Mr. Albert 
Breese of Vermont olanted some seed of a Garnet Chile 
plant and one of the results was che Early Rose. When 
this potato was put on the market it brought fabulous 


prices, and it is still one of the most valuable potatoes 


we have. 


It was che Early Rose which was the mother of ihe 
Burbank potato, which was named after Luther Burbank, 
Young 


who was a school bevy when he dissovered it. 


Burbank had heard what Breese had done ia producing | 
the Early Rose, and he had become generaliy interested 
in plants of all kinds. One day while walkiäg through 
a field of Early Rose potatoes he saw a seed pod on ane

t had evidently been knocked off by someone passing 
rapidly. He kept the seed pod, and the next year planted 
seed. From the plant which grew he secured the 
one which produced the Burbank poteto, which is now 
known throughout the world. 


Burbank’s Wonderful Discoveries. | 
As he grew older Burbank became still more interested 


in plant production. He worked for a time in the shops 
of the Ames Plow Company in Massachuseits, and there 
invented improvements in woodworking’ machinery 
which were so valuable that his employers offered to 
multiply his wages twenty-five times if he would stay 
with them. He decided, however, that he cared more 
for plant breeding than for shop work, and finally went 
to California, where he tarted a plant-breeding farm. 
He has this farm, just outside Santa Rosa, Cal., and upon 
it has produced some of the plant wonders of the world. 
He has produced no end of flowers, vegetables and trees, 
as well as new varieties of fruits. He has married the 
plum to the apricot, and got what is known as the 
plumcot. He has made a white blackberry, and has ta- 
ken the common field ox-eyed daisy and made the Shasta 
daisy, a beautiful flower, many times as large. The 
Shasta daisy will grow out of doors, and will bloom sev- 
eral months every year. He has originated new callas 
and a great variety of peaches, apples, pears, plums and 
nuts, as well as valuable trees. fruits, flowers and vege- 
tables. 
Gets $10 an Hour for Private Talks.

I met the other day a man who had just visited Lu- 
ther Burbank. He tells me that the people who live 
near by cannot understand him. They look upon him as 
a harmless idiot, who is raising thousands of plants and 
eutting them down without reason, and then raising 
others. They do not realize that he is carrying on a 


great business, and that he is doing wonders for the 


world. He is wrapped up in his work and wants 
to devote himself 4o it. He is a modest man, and does 
not care for notoriety. He keeps away the crowd of 
sightseers to some extent by charging for his time. His 
price to interviewers is $10 an hour, and I am told that 
many people are glad to pay that for the information 
they get from bim. He is an enthusiast on plant pro- 
duction and on plant breeding, the possibilities of which, 
he says, can hardly be estimated. In a recent paper 
which I have before me he speaks of the great — 
of the United States, saying: 


“It would not be difficu’t for a man to breed a new rye, 
wheat, barley, oats or rice which would produce one 
grain more to each head; or a corn which would pro- 
duce an extra kernel to each ear, another poiato to each 
plant or an apple, plum, orange or nut to each tree. Sup- 
pose this were done, what would be the result? In the 
five staples only, in this country alone, we should have 
agnually; without effort and without cost, more than 
6,200,000 extra bushels of corn, 15,600,000 extra bushels 
of wheat, 20,090,000 extra bushels of oais, 1,500,000 extra 
21,000,000 extra bushels of Holes bes.“

then illuminate it 
faintly by means of a radiographic tube which is en- 
closed in a wooden box. When the subject concentrates 
his will the luminosity of the sereen is seen to vary, 
and it is supposed that this variation corresponds with 
his physical activity. The source of the radiation has 
apparently been localized, for t has been found that 
the position of the screen exerts a powerful effect.

WHAT AN EXPERT IN AERONAUTICS 

Says ABOUT ** 
By a Special Contributor. 
600 HE next six years or so will see a man keeping 
| his flying machine as he now keeps his automo- 
bile.” 

This statement was made by one of the ilies au- 
thorities on aéronautics in dhe world, namely, Prof. Al- 
bert Francis Zahm, now of the Catholic University. 
Prof. Zahm has made a specialty of studying the prob- 
lems involved in the practical navigation of the air. He 
has been consulted by scientists and engineers of the 
greatest eminence in this and other countries of this fas- 
cinating subject, and he has quite recently ended a se- 
ries of experiments which diaprove the conclusion of 
Prof. Langley and others regarding the element of “skin 
friction” as a factor of resistance in cleaving the air. 
The results of these experiments have been widely pub- 
lished, in Great Britain by Lord Rayleigh, and are re- 
aérial navigation. | 

A talk with Prof. Zahm in his laboratory is an instrue- 
tive experience to the individual who is better acquainted 
with the picturesque failures of Prof. Langley and his 


confreres than he is with the marvelous progress 
which is constantly being made in the science 
of aérodynamics with a special view to the

In shape 
this balloon resembled a torpedo; that is, instead of 
being symmetrical, as is that of Santos Dumont and oth- 
ers of more recent construction, it was ‘blunt-nosed,” 
the major axis being near the prow.

Where the Coal is Found.

16,500,000 tons of coal a year are mined. The average 
selling price for last year at the pit's mouth was $2.75 
per ton. The owners made about 28 cents a ton ciear 
profit. To 100,272 empleyés they paid for the year 122,- 
742,510 francs, or to each a little more than 1222 francs. 
say $240. The days’ works were $30,181,585, or $301 for 
each employé. The cost in wages was 7.42 frances a ton 
% get the coal out, something under $1.50. Each work 
man produced in the year an average of 165 tons. The 
average daily wages of the employés was a total of 4.97 
frances, or a lia le over 79 cents. Out of this came about |

ing Qart of it. The net daily wages, therefore, for the 
year was 3.98 francs a day, less than 78 cents.

FROM SHAVINGS. 
MATERIAL USED IX CONSTRUCTION OF son 
HATS WORN BY THE LADIES. 


_ [Scientifie American: ] It is not generally known that 
many of the handsomest summer hats worn by the ladies 
of this country are literally made from wood “shavings.” — 
The finest examples of this industry are produced in 
Japan, these wooden ribbons appearing in ‘many forms, 
some of which have almost the delicacy and sheen of 
satin, while others resemble soft and dainty crepes. 
Only about 15 per cent. of the chip is exported in the 
form of wood ribbons, the remainder being worked into 
what is commercially known as chip braid, and which is 
employed in the same manner as straw braid, that is, 
for hats, basketry and other fancy articles. 

The exports in a single year from Japan have 
amounted to over $650,000, 
large buyer. The trade is sieadily incréasing, with a 
constantly-growing demand, as the industry is compara- 
tively new. While willow is considerably used in Ger- 
many, the Japanese manufacturers employ European 
poplar, spruce, Chinese cypress, cherry, byckeye, paulo- 
nia, false hickory and some other kinds of wood. The 
chip is produced by planing with special tools, che shav- 
ings being about 15 inches long, and one and a half in 
width. The leading forms are known as crepe, thin 
crepe, network crepe, relief figures, pushed, undulated. 
ete. The product takes dyes readily, and is so thin and 
flexible that daintiest effects in millinery goods can be 

There are about 120 establishments in Japan at pres- 
ent engaged in this industry. several of the largest send- 
ing superb exhibits to the St. Louis Exposition, where 
they received several gold medals. The Japanese gov- 
ernment exhibit also contained quite a pretty collection 
of ladies’ hats, made up in light and elegant forms, some 
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in the various trades, as well as noted for their artistic | 
tastes. jn former times, the medieval guilds, the conn- 
terpart in those days of labor unions in ours, were gen- 
eral and very strong here.

“SILENT PLACES” OF OREGON. 

The great “silent places“ of Oregon and of the West 
are in the trackless woods of the Upper Rogue Sugar 
Pine Reserve. This is the largest forest of sugar pina 
in the world. Its giant trees are exceliéd only by the 
famous redwoods of California. The reserve embraces 
Over 250 square miles, and adjoins the 249 square miles 
of Crater Lake National Park. As the whole is under 
the protecting care of rangers and park patrolmen, the 
500 square miles of the two are practically one vast 
park. There are many trees in this reserve ‘that are 
from twenty-five to thirty-four feet about the base of 
the trunk. There are many trees larger than this in 
the Northwest. but they are not sugar pines. It is mur- 
der to cat a tree in this reserve. Men make their camp 
fires of broken houghs and fallen wood, of which there 
is plenty. Uncle Sam has a guarding hand over the 
“silent places,” and he who builds a camp fire thera 
must leave not smouldering embers. In this reserve aud 
by Rogue River Gorge is Mills Falls, the fall of Miils 
Creek over the cafion wall into the Rogue.—jPacifig .

TAXES AND POLITICS. 


Some PECULIARITIES OF A SOMEWHAT 
PECULIAR PEOPLE. 


From a Special Correspondent. a 


T. JOHNS, January, 1905.— The system of taxation 
in Newfoundland is for revenue only, and only a 
few articles escape the revenue. The customs offi- 
cials will pass crutches for a cripple or window glass 


for a church or ink for a consul, and that is about the 


extent of the free list. The islanders tax everything from 
tin whistles to whisky; from dust pans to diamonds. 
The postage rates are so excessive that none of the loca) 
newspapers can afford to exchange with the American 


: dailies. When I arrived in St. Johns a little packet of 


letters was awaiting me at the postoffice. The atten- 
dant smiled sweetly and said: One twenty-nine ex- 
One letter that left ¢he States with 4 cents 
in stamps upon it, and which was under weight at that. 
was assessed for 22 cents additional. I remarked that 
if a person expected much mail it would doubtless be ex- 
pedient to have it sent by freight, but the attendant was 


not susceptible to sarcasm and continued to smile in the 


fame sweet way. Another inconsistency in the regula- 


tions is that an ordinary letter can be sent from New-

rate, for 2 ts, while the same would cost 3 cents from 
St. Johns to the first local railway station, a distance of 
two miles. 


The entire revenues are raised from the importations. 
There are no assessments for the maintenance of roads, 
schools, or municipal expenses. It is all paid when the 
account is settled with the merchant. Consequently he 
who would avoid taxation has but to deny himself for- 
tign luxuries. The tax dodger of Newfoundland is the 
one who lives on codfish, and his name is legion. 

The wages in the island are as low as necessaries are 
high. A grown girl who was clerking in a store told 
me her salary was $5 per month. For this pittance she 


worked from 8 o'clock in the morning until 10 at night. 


every day in the week except Sunday. I was told that 
many of the telegraph operators on the railroad were 
working for $15 per month. At the small stations the 
men have to sleep in the same room with their instru- 
ment so that they can respond to calls at any hour. The 
Premier of Newfoundland draws but $200 per month, 
while His Worship, the Mayor, has to uphold the dig- 
nity of his high-sounding title on the extremely small 
allowance of $50 per month. It seems the farther north 
one goes, the smalier becomes the compensations for 
serving the State, which is evidenced by the fact that 
the Premier of Prince Edward Island is only paid $25 
a week for safeguarding the interests of the people. 
This is beggarly reward for statesmanship, but the sup- 
ply of those willing to toil for the common good is not 
in prewortlon to the smallness of the pay. There is 
never a lack of volunteers for public service. 


Land of Red-hot Politics. 


Newfoundland has a red-hot brand of politics, When 
there is an election, the islanders warm up to the siz- 
zling point. k is positively shocking the way these 
quiet; pious people call each other names during one of 
their campaigns. The press fairly teems with spleen 
and-the island is drenched in a shower of vituperous 
oratory. Newfoundland is the only portion of British 
North American which did not join in the confederation 
known as the Dominion of Canada. It remains apart. 
It enjoys just as full a measure of autonomy as the Do- 
minion. The Governor of Newfoundland has just as full 
powers as the Governor-General of Canada. The Cana- 
dians desire union with the Newfoundlanders, bat the 
Jaiter will not have it. Confederation: Was the issue 
fn the last campaign, and the party opposéd to it car- 
ried thirty seals in the legislature. composed of only 
thirty-six. 

The reason why the islanders do not vun e join hands 


than their own. As it is now, the authority for che con- 
trol af their fisheries, as well as those of Labrador, is 
vested in themselves. They are afraid if the balance of 
power goes to Ottawa, that the Canadians might some 
time be tempted to sacrifice the fishing industry; in fur- 
thering matters of greater concern.

The Eastern Robin. 


HAUNTS aND Hanrrs OF THE Han- 
BIN GEN OF SPRING.

ESTERN robins, coming to this section with 
winter, are, unlike the Eastern epecies, so little 
given to intimacy that we miss the near compan- 
ionship known to every child in New England. : 

There they are so closely associated with the life of 
the family that, given a week in which to write them 
up. the gavel would tall and “time” be called while the 
historian regretted vainly that he was not allowed a fur- 
ther interview. 

You must know that in New England the regular 
spring opening, due March 20, is often postponed indefi- 
nitely, like other festivities, on account of the weather. 
Courageous crows, flying over, may have dropped cer- 
tein hints regarding the spring, messages delivered with 
a sarcastic “haw, haw,” as if the sable couriers were 
well aware of the hopelessness of the situation. Ven- 
turesome chickadees, impelled to unseasonable ardor by 
brief snatches of sunshine, may forget themselves for 
the moment, calling. “Phoebe, Phoebe,” in the crisp 
mornings while taking an inventory of lawn or garden, 
and jotting down in their memory certain delectable 
cavities and knotholes that by and by may be of service. 
Demure goldfinches, silenced by the chill, hide among 
the pine branches, left over from last season's stock in 
trade, and more or less shop-worn. They have not yet 
donned their cloth of gold and seem conscious of the 
deficit, for they keep to the back seats as becomes poor 
relations. 

But crows, chickadees, or quakery goldfinches have no 
power to impart the tonic of the first robin’s song when, 
weary of prefaces, introduction after introduction, pre- 
@aratory lectures, and all spring's red tape, we are yearn- 
ing tor the sweetness of full communion. 

With the coming of the robin, the long chill and l- 
lence are over; we project ourselves into his song, our 
homesick moods change to happier fancies. He arrives 
at night, maybe, tired and spiritiess, yet from over the 
hilis there comes a vague, half-defined morning note, 
uomistakable in its import. Before noon you hear him 
again; his uncertain message becomes more sure, the 
moods of his hearers are absorbed until robin's faith be- 
comes their faith. It is a song to change the meaning of 
life, notes through which we know that hope and 
heaven are as sure as earth and loss, beside which the

A Michigan robin 
built a nest in a milk wagon that was used every day, 
going over a mile for milk and standing under a tree 
the rest of the time. The birds stayed in the trees while 
the wagon was away: and attended to their affairs when 
u returned, as if such migrations were common to young 
}robins.

There 
is scarcely a bird-loving family in the land but has at 
some time found strange furnishings within its feath- 
ered néighbors’ tents, laces, ribbons. and skeins of silk, 
or a baby’s soft curl, blown from the window sill, and 
still golden when both baby and little birds had flown 
away. 

There is no accounting for human tastes--why should 
birds have stricter limitations? : 
Paradise (o one is prison to another, what nourishes 

one person may be poison to his neighbor! , 

The four house jets upon my New England home 
made safe nesting places for as many robin families. 
One pair with strangely ambitious tastes were trying to 
reach the sky. When I saw it last, the nest, four or 
five stories high, was fast becoming a veritable tower of 
Babel, and the confusion of tongues, when strange birds 
came to inquire into the rise in property, helped on the 
delusion. But robin knows what he is about, the nest 
will topple over of itself or be deserted for safer quar- 
ters by, and by. He is no aristocrat—this robin of otra 
his finest mansion is open to the charge-plebeian, if t 
be plebeian to live in adobe dwellings, which I dare to 
deny. He never puts beauty before duty, his house 
holds the happiest of families, even if it be not of itself 
like the goldünch's, a little house-beautiful. The walls 
rise gradually, early in the day, not excepting the first 
day of the week, for robin is a confirmed Sabbath- 
‘breaker, working savagely at times as if attacking the 
Sabbath institution with the vigor of fanaticism. 

And when the blue-green eggs have given place to 
squirming babies, if any bird eats his bread in the sweat 
‘of his brow it is be! As free as a bird, we say, yet it 
there be any one class of creatures who leas than an- 
other, are free, it is the overworked parents of a feath- 
ered family. Did you ever think of the tremendous 
work required to bring one nestful to the self-supporting 
Stage, not forgetting the emotional life corresponding 
to the numberless vibrations of pity and sympathy? If 
there be, as someone says, refreshmert even in toil, rob- 
in’s heart must be continually refreshed, for the toil is 
constant and compelling, the little provision train go- 
ing back and forth to the nest with the speed of a light- 
ning express—a literal Green Mountain flyer. A French 
writer says: “Robin redbreast eats magnificently, but 
is no artist!” One little robin guect.ate a measured 
quart of earthworms daily besides various flies and 
bugs, swallowing them down as if life depended upon 
crowding just so many lunches into so many minutes. 

Prof. Treadwell fed a young robin fourteen feet of 
worms in one day, and, strange to relate, it remained 
intact—¢there was no robin explosion. These worms 
weighed fourteen per cent. more than the bird. When 
fed pure beef, it ate more than half its weight dally. 
At this rate a man would consume about seventy or 
eighty pounds of meat and drink 
water. How much food the young birds are capable 
of taking in, us it is brought by their doting parents, 


feed their young fifty-five times in fifty minutes. 

The truest sympathy and tenderness is often seen in 
“our little brothers of the air.“ A thrush, so disabled 
that it could not collect its food, was fed for days by 
its mate with worms and snails. 

A beautiful instance of this disinterested charity came 
under my own observation when a little bird fell Trom 
its nest over the river and floated down the streazz with 
the current. Crying piteously as it was borne along. 


it was towed into pore by aid of a long fishpole, and 


brought home so exhausted that it could not stand or 
open its eyes. After its spirits were restored by 
stronger spirits (drops of brandy) and its swaddling 
clothes well dried, „ was taken outside the door, when 
it piped up promotly in infantine fashion. The appeal 
was not ignored by our already overworked robins, who | 
came at once to its rescue, coaxed it away, and cared | 
for it afterward with their own sweet family. : 
This, too, was in a section of country where hospi- 
tality is said to be confined chiefly to the cemeteries!

This kindness to birds of other species is not un- 
common. We have all seen smaller birds acting as pro- 
vider for cow buntings that follow them around with 
the persecuting perseverance of childhood, though théy 
be twice the size of their foster parents. 
And yet we are all pensioners of life, certain to be 
supplied with food and clothing, drawing upon all wa 
meet, absorbing the best that comes in our way!

There is 
only one way to succeed in the growing of wild plants— 
and that is by duplicating the surroundings of their home 
in the bit of your garden to which they are transplanted. 
Ferns are delicate creations, at best, and the average 
gardener’s treatment, if he be left to his own devices, 
will not bring them through one season in safety, 
t the time that the ferns put out, the catkins ap- 
pear on the willows along the arroyo, while the cottcn- 
woods and oaks always, to my sight at least, take on a 
brighter green than I have ever seen before. But ihe

The Humming Birds. | 


Six Species or TuHese 
CREATURES IN 'TH1Is COUNTY. 


By a Special Contributor. - 


IX species of humming birds are familiar little res- 

idents or visitants of Los Angeles county. By rea- 

son of their fearlessness, and fondness for our gar- 
den flowers several of them are as well known and rec- 
ognized as the mocking bird and finnet, especially the 
Anna bummer. These smallest of all birds are the most 
courageous, and the least pursued by enemies. On ac- 
count of their being strictly arborial, never walking on 
the ground, and seldom perching on iow shrubbery, they 
are not easily preyed upon by the cats. . 

The black-chinned humming bird is a summer resl- 
dent from the jowlands to the mountain tcps, most abun- 
dant in the feothilis. It nests by thousands in (he 
caflons not earlier than the middle of May. A few nests 
have been found in April, but the usual season is from 


marvelous construction of plant down, bits of leaf and 
drief flower petal, and spider web. The abundance of 
the black-chin seems *o be determined by the amount 
of rainfall. After a particularly wet “winter they ap- 
pear in greater numbers. They winter in Mexico. leav- 
ig us in late summer.

Everybody young 
and old is familiar with this lovely bird of greenish 
hue with metallic tints of rose-pink and bronzy greens. 
The female, more often observed than the male, espe- 


cially after the early spring. is bronzy green above and 


whitish below. 


At this very- moment several of them are near my 
door in the blossoms of the blue gum, that wonderful 
winter flower, appearing at this season on purpose for 
the bees and the humming birds. Our roses secrete no 
nectar, and so a winter garden must have blue gum or 
nasturtium, or verbena and petunia, would we see the 
humming birds in great numbers. 


Just now is the courting season, and the males are 


disporting themselves with the sole intent of pleasing 
their sweetheart companions. I see these gay beaux

They 
do not bother themselves about the nests, nor young, 
never lifting a hand to help their mates at this trying 
season, they being the embodiment of selfish yet beau- 
tiful existence.

Joy the mother birds, for these go about their work with 
a free-and-easy habit as if duty were a pleasure and 


maternity the only thing worth living for. 


To describe the nesting habits of these birds will take 
an entire chapter. Suffice it to say here ¢hat they are 
now in every garden, in all the arroyo washes, in the 
sycamore groves, aud blue gum. roadside lines. They 


are in full nesting habits, and every eye may read the 


story from beginning to end. Go place white cotton bat- 
ting in plan sight of them, hair combings from your 
brushes cut in ¢wo-inch lengths, ravelings, old last year's 
birds’ nests for them to tear to pieces; in short, anything 
that is soft and suggestive of down. I see a mother 
bird at this moment gliding on her wings up and down 


the bare trunk of a walnut ¢ree which has been growing 


thin frail lichens since the last rain. She drives her 
beak along the bark with an upward slant, peeling off 
the delicate fabric. :

Causes and Effects of Fluctuations. 


The causes as well as the effects of the fluctuations in 
the value of the various coins in the Far East which do 
duty for dollars are most interesting and not a little 
complicated. 


Broadly speaking, the value of coins and bank 

used throughout the world as the medium of trade ex- 
change rests either upon ¢he commercial value of gold 
or on the commercia! 
which measure their values in terms of gold are called 
gold standard countries; 
values in terms of silver are called silver standard coun- 
tries. | | 


The value of gold is comparatively constant; the value 
of silver is comparatively inconstane or fluctuating, and 
‘his is due to the fact that gold, as compared with sil- 
rer, is a rare metal of which the supply does not vary 
greatly from year to year. 3 3 


It is clear. therefore, that all values che world over 
will adjust themselves sooner or later to the most stable 
and constant standard, and this for two reasons—first, 
because a fixed standard of value greatly assists trade 
operations, and, second, because all the greatest com-

mercial countries use gold as the basis df their currency. 


Now, in the Far East, until within recent years, every

About half the imports into Singapore come from gold 
standard countries, and in paying for these imports the 
merchants of Singapore must pay more and more dollars 
as the value of the dollar falls, for the price of their 
goods is fixed in Europe and America on a gold basis. 

On the other hand, the exports from Singapore go 
chiefly to gold standard countries, so that when the ex- 
oorter is paid by his American or European customer 
ir gold, and he converts the gold irto silver in Singapore, 
he gets more and more silver dollars for his gold in just 
the same proportion as the value of silver gets less and 
less. 

It is seen, therefore, that the producer and the con- 
sumer approach the question of the fall in silver from 
quite opposite standpoints. The producer gains by the 
fall, for be gets a larger number of dollars for his pro- 
duce the lower silver goes, and he does not make a cor- 
responding increase in the wages he pays his laborers. 
The consumer, on the other hand, loses by the fall in sil- 
ver. His wages are paid in silver and do not increase 
because the value of silver decreases. So, if he buys 
goods imported from gold countries, such as clothes, 
shoes and canned goods, he must pay a larger number of 
dollars for the same quantity of goods as the purchasing 
power of his silver dollars declines.

Memories of Birds. 
FEATHERED FRIENDS OF EARLIER 
DAYs RECALLED.

NE of my earliest remembrances is of the vast 

flocks of pigeons chat flew over our farm in 

Southern Michigan. They made a veritable cloud, 
and a great shadow on the ground in passing. I was 
bnly five or six years old at the time, but I remember 
that it seemed very wonderful to me that there could 
be so many of them. My remembrance was intensified 
by the fact chat an acquaintance of ours had a net 
with which he snared great numbers of the birds at 
their resting places in the woods; that he brought 
us on one occasion a share of the Spoils. Pigeon pie 
was esteemed a great delicacy, mother was a famous 
cook, and my appetite was glorious. It was net till 
many years afterward when I learned that the pigeons 
had disappeared, that the pity of their destruction came 
to my mind. | 

I have but little remembrance of bird life in Michigan 
ef that time, for before I was seven my people moved 
to the prairies of Illinois. I remember that in passing 
through the woods I heard a sound which my uncle 
told me was the droning of a partridge. I remember, 
too, that our heightore across the road possessed some 
guinea hens that I thought were beautiful ¢o look at 
and frightful to listen to; and I was somewhere im- 
pressed with the vision of a peacock whose tail re- 
minded me of the gorgeous rainbow 1 had seen one 
afternoon just beyond the orchard. 

Bird life on our new prairie farm was at first quite 
limited as to variety. But a neighbor who had come 
some years before had an orchard wel) started, a locust 
grove, and a mile or so of osage orange hedge. To 
these the birds soon came, many that I saw and heard, 
but there was no one to tell me their names. Neyer- 
theless I enjoyed them for their color and life, and 
sympathized with their joy of being. : 

But I knew the brown thrasher, the robin, the wren, 
and the meadow lark, who were not slow in coming ar 
sparing of their music. There was one thrasher who 
came year after year with his mete. Whether she was 
the same I knew not, but there was no mistaking him. 
Among my sweetest recollections of bird music is the 
ome of his delightful song that came floating into the 
open window of my second-story room. | 

After the frozen winter came the compensations of 
the ring. How delicious was the air one of those 
May or June mornihgs, perfumed with the breath of 
violets and other wild flowers with which the prairies 
were covered. | 

A verse of ihe Canadian writer, Dr. William Henry 
Drummond, to be found in his exquisite poem, “The 
Habitant,” strikes a sympathetic chord with me. 

_ Referring to the old Canadian farm where he and his 
father were born— | 

“My gran fader too, an’ hees fader also.“ 
And to the meadow lark. he says: 

O dat was de place wen de spring tam she's comin’, 

Wen snow go away an de sky is all blue. 

Wien ice lef’ de water an’ sun is get hotter. 
An' back on the medder is sing de gou-glou.” 
And again, referring to the robin: 

Dat's very nice tam for wake up on de morning, 

An’ listen de rozsignal sing ev'ry place, 

Feel sout’ win’ a blowin’ see clover a growin’, 

An’. all de worl’ laughin’ Itseltf on de face.” 

Among my earliest attempts at carpentry was the 
making of a box for the martins, who were always 
willing to come if one would make them a place. 1 
remember well that the house I built was overlarze, 
made of the remains of an old chest and painted green, 
that the roof extended well over to protect the doors 
from a driving rain. This box was nailed to the house 
pearly opposite the foot of my bed. 

Some morning about the first of May, the joyous, 
twittering sounds would greet my ear, I would jump 
cut of bed in great excitement and run to tell my sisters, 
“The martins have come The martins have come!” 
And then for about three months we would have their 
company, ¢wittering away from daylight till dark. 
There was onc male of glossy black, that I knew per- 
sonally and welcomed in, I think, a half dozen suc- 
cessive springs. 
_ Then, some fine morning late in summer, long be- 
fore “The frost was on the punkin, an’ the corn was 
in the shuck.“ I would awaken to the silence of the 
martins. They were gone, I knew not whither, and I 
missed them sadly till they came again. te 

Our neighbor had a little bird house fastened to a 
pole to which the bluebirds came, earlier than my 
martins. I remember that it vexed me that he, a quiz- 
zical Yankee from Connecticut, would always hold that 
his birds were superior to mine, which I stoutly dis- 

ted. 
hre miles away from our prairie home there was 
a etream skirted with timber. Here my father owned 
a wood lot where in the earlier days we got our fuel. 
Here, too, we boys went fishing and swimming, where— 
“The crimson-fronted linnet sang above the river's 


And where I made acquaintance with the jays, 
crows, catbirds and various members of the woodpecker 
tribe. In the gloaming now and then, I heard the whip- 
poorwill, or caught a glimpse of che swift, whirring 
nighthawk. 

What our orairie birds lacked of variety they made 
up in numbers. The prairie chicken, a species of 
grouse, and quail, inhabited every farm and open land 
as well. Plovers were numerous in the spring, and oc- 
casionally one saw a blue heron. 

Tile drainage was unknown and every farm its 
romplement of sloughs and ponds, wich tall grass thas

there is an equisite poem, “De Snowbird.” 


gave the birds protection, especially during the nesting 
season. Grain was abundant, and I never knew a 
farmer who grudged the birds what they needed, uniess 
it was to “the army of the blackbirds” that sometimes 
swept down on the new-sown wheat before it could be 
harrowed in. 

But the greatest exhibicion I have ever seen—and I 


shall never see the like again—was of waterfowl in the 


early spring. Our farm lay beneath the principal road- 
way of the waterfowl, between che Green River swamp 
northward, and the lowlands of the Illinois River to 
the south. Often in the morning the air waa resonant 
with the notes of wild geese and brant passing over, 
with every kiad of duck known to the Mississippi Val- 
ley. In those days it happened oftentimes that fields 
of corn had lain through the winter ungathered. . Down 
on these the water fowl would swoop for breakfast. I 
have seen a thousand, I am sure, on a field at one time. 
They posted sentinels to watch for the man with a gun, 
and if one were seen approaching an alarm was given, 
and the whole mass arose like a cloud with a great hue 
and cry. A remarkable ching to me in this connection 
was, that by the time they had gone a hundred rods 
they seemed to have assorted themselves into their 
original flocks. Now and then a strageler would be 
seen trying to find his olace, but in a few minutes the 
various companies were marching in due precision and 
order, with ¢heir captains in advance. 

In the fall, whenever we saw, or heard in the night, 
as we often did, the wild geese going south with 
vigrous call, we held it a pretty sure sign that a “cold 
snap” was coming. 

An tmpressive sight to me in those boyhood days, was 
the grand, sweeping, circling flight of a large flock of 
sandhill cranes, often seen in spring or fall, while ¢heir 
clarion calls grew fainter in the increasing distance. 
To me it seemed they were doing this for the simple 
exercise and joy of it, but now I assume that like other 
birds they were merely seeking the elevation of their 
choice for migratory fligtc. 

One who has never lived in a land of cold can 
hardly, appreciate the joy of seeing snowbirds, those 
thick-feathered buntings that come down in flocks from

the Far North, even the Arctic regions. We used to 


sweep away the snow from a little spot near the door, 
and feed ¢hem seeds and crumbs. They were such a 
happy, cheery lot, with no song to speak of, but a merry 
little note as they hopped about their morsels. 

In the “Habitant,” from which I have alteady quoted, 
The- Hab- 
itant people have a sweet little fancy that the N 5 
bird comes down from the north asleep, wrapped up in 
snow with the first big storm. I cannot refrain from 
quoting two or three verses: 3 

“We always know you're comin’ 3, 
Wien we hear de firs’ beeg storm, 
A-sweepin’ from the sky above an? 
Sereemin as she go— 
Can tell you're safe inside it, 
Were you're keepin’ nice and warm, 
But no wan's never see you dere, 
Mon cher petit olsseau. 


“Plaintee bird is always hidin’ 
On some place no wan can find dem, 
But ma leetle bird of winter, 
Dat was not de way you go— 
For de chil’ren on de roadside 
- You don’t seem to care for min’ dem, 
Wen dey\ mass on way to schoolhouse, 
Mon c petit oisseau. 
No wan say you sing lak robin, 
But you got no tam for singin’, 
So busy it was keepin’ you 
Get breakfas’ on de snow, 
But de small note you was geev us 
Wen it join de sleigh bell ringin’, 
Make de true Canadian music, 
Mon cher petit olsseau.“ 


It was my privilege one blessed summer to live 
among the wooded ravines along Lake Michigan shore, 
some twenty miles north from Chicago. There for 
daily companionship we had, within a stone’s throw 
(though we never threw stones,) robins, grosbeaks, 
orloles, tanagers redstaris, catbirds, ‘towhees, indigo 
buntings, song sparrows, bluebirds, .cuckoos, vireos, and 
many others—chief of all the wood thrush, that sang 
both morn and eve. | 

On the meadows a mile back were meadow larks, red- 
wings, lark sparrows, and the joyous bobolink. 


Bird study is highly educational in a number of ways. 
It quickens one’s perceptions even to see them. I have 
noted that many people do not see the birds, though 
they may be plentiful as they pass along the road. 

Having seen the bird, then follows the study of its 
form, relative size, color and various markings. | ' 


Again, there is the study of motion. Every bird has 
its own movement peculiar to itself or its class; the 
expert will often name the bird he sees by its flight 
alone. 

Again, there is the study of bird character and dis- 
position, habits and methods of work. A very interest 
ing one it is, for in these respects as in others, birds 
exhibit wonderful variety. | ' 

And, lastly, there is bird music. A joyful study, new 
with every springtime and seldom altogether lacking 
with any season. GARRETT NEWKIRK.

else being on the wire,” and even then he can “listen 
in” like a neighbor on a barbed-wire telephone circuit. 

Passing the time of the day with the operator at 
Portsmouth, i will not be long before the Thatcher's 
Island operator can offer a bit of current news that 
will furnish a topic of conversation across Massachu- 
setts bay until news is received from the Highland 
Light station on Cape Cod. There can be a three- 
handed game of repartée with the Nantucket lightship 
crew on the third corner, which may be continued with 
the Newport operator, whose parting word will be still 
ringing when the “crick” “cra-a-c-k” of the Montauk 
Point station is heard. There will be lively work 
passing the time of day with the New York navy yard 
and the Navesink Highlands stations, and then the 
mariner will have leisure to think and smile over the 
quips and sallies of the passage before he picks up the 
Cape Henry station and rounds into Hampton Roads 
in full ¢onversational tide with that station and the 
one at the navy yard at Norfolk.—[{H. C. Gauss, in Har- 
per’s Weekly. 


THE EARTH’S FUTURE. 

It is a very interesting subject—the increasing pres- 
sure of population upon the earth's capacity for sup- 
porting it—which is discussed in the International 
Quarterly by Prof. N. 8. Shaler, who, it may be re- 
membered, occupies the chair of geology in Harvard 
University. The present number of the earth's inhab- 
itants is computed at 1,600,000,000, and it is likely to 
increase hereafter, owing to the elimination of pesti- 
lence and chronic wat, at a rate considerably greater 
than the average rate at which it has increased during 
the last three centuries. It is certain, on the other 
hand, that the quantity of tillable soil upon ¢he earth, 
as well as the stock of other things necessary for man— 
such as iron, coal, petroleum, copper, and other metals 
or minerals—is far from boundless. When will the de- 
mand threaten to exceed the supply? Prof. Shaler cal- 
culates that, as regards the earth’s agriculiural re- 
sources, the soil, which, without any considerable en- 
gineering work, could now be put under the plow, 
would support in tolerable comfort about four thousand 
million human beings. He further estimates that by 
drainage we could add to the tillable area of the United 
States rather more than one hundred thousand square 
What we are to do eventually for coal, pe- 
troleum, and iron is a question less easily answered.

The palace throughout is splendid, especialiy the marbic 
hall where pubiic meet iner aud occasionally social enter- 
tainments are held. At present the Civil Commission is 
lodged in this fine building, the names of each member 
being conspicuously dispiayed over the door of his apart- 
ment. 

The Intendencia building. too, is a finé building. in 
the walled city, now occupied hy the Civil Service Board. 

The Parian police station is close to these other build- 
ings, but in a bad place. as the gates are very small to 
hurry tbrough as the patrol should. Passing through 
these gates wagons and carriages go one by one, and but 
moderately fast. | 

The orison “Bilibid” is situated nonth of the walled 
city, and covers some acres of ground. Prisoner? are 
brought from ail the islands in the Philippines and kept 
there for their sentence. It now holds 6000 prisoners 

Strange to say, Manila boasts of no fine art gallery, 
though sonim very fine pictures by good Spanish artists 
were at one time in the city. Like a good many other 
treasures, these works of art have disappeared. A num- 
ber of us visited the Jesvit Observatory as soon as pos- 
sible, and were shown the numerous instruments that 
record everythiag in the way of heat, cold, earthquakes, 
expansion, contraction and all the rest of it. This ob- 
servatory is known throughout the Orient as one of the 
finest in the world, with Jesuits in-charge. Their accu- 
racy in foretelling the track t the dreaded typhoons, 
and when they will strike the coast, and with what force, 
is extraordinary. 
Manila has three daily papers—the Times, the Manila 
American, and the Cable News. The former is an even- 
ing paper, and the two others, are published every morn- 
ing except Monday. Then there are no loss than. four 
weekly papers, which, fot a population of 6000 Ameri- 
cans, is out of all proporiion. These are the Sunday Sun, 
the oldest of the four; Philippines Gossip, Town Topics, 
and che Orient. They all seem to make « living some- | 
bow, as the editers are generally seen dashing about 
town in stylish carriages. The policy of the Manila pa- 
pers has been considerably toned down of late, and they 
now deem it wiser to think before they write. In the 
early days opinions ran into all kinds of extravagances, 
and did more harm than good. Libel actions have been 
the result, and in one or two cases the editors have had 
to pay the penalty. 2 

The interior, at the present time, is very badly off for 
railway communications, only one railway being at pres- 
ent opened from Manila to a place called Dagupan, and 
that railway is now being extended on 100 miles far- 
ther north. This is of British ownership, and, up to the 
present time has, 1 hear, paid very good dividends. 
Other lines are in contemplation, and it is betieved that 
before long the Island of Luzon, of which Manila is the 
capital, will have a system connecting all parts with the 
metropolis. The electric railway in the city of Manila is 
almost completed. 

I cannot speak very well of Manila hotels; of tho pres- 
ent time. In fatt, the city has none that can be called 
first-class. Heretofore the best hotel in the Orient was 
Manila’s Oriente,“ but in 1903 it was sold to the gov- 
ernment for a good price. The waiters were Chinese, 
and the service was good. All was conducted very well. 
But my stay was at one in ihe walled city, where there 
are several, tun in a careless f i; the service is 
wretched. The Filipino waiter is a slovenly, dirty crea- 
ture. as a rule, and if you tell him io do a thing ¢ 
be will forget all about it tomorrow. His one idea is 
to smoke and fall asleep. anywhere and everywhere, and 
he will when he gets the chance. I reelly have 
nothing to say in his favor. so far as my experience 
goes—which is, however, admiitedly short and confined 
to the one hotel in which I stayed.

Plant Life indoors.

Unhealihy houseplants are a vexation to the spirit. 
Ofien I am asked to prescribe for a sick fern, a diseased 
palm, a ragged, unhappy-looking begonia, or an unkempt 
geranium. 

As a rule, the poor things have been grievously mal- 
treated by their too loving friends. Too much water. 
oo much beat. 

On the whole, house peal like people, require fresh 
air, and in Sout bers California, rooms should be daily 
aired and always well ventilated, since the air outside 
is good ynough to be brought in. Then plants—the sort 


one naturally chooses for house plants—should be pro- 


tected from strong draughts just as should the people. 
Evenness of temperature is conducive to good health and 
poisonous gases will show their effects first on the plants, 
bat the pecnmle will be injured. 400, that breathe the 
game. On the whole ihe ordinary hardy house plant is a 
very good indicator of the healthfulness of a plant. Now 
to be sure I am not talking about conservatory plants. 
Many tropical plants require a damp, warm air, and 
many tiorthern plants require a cooler temperature than 
is wholesome for most Southern Californians, but if you 
do not abuse your potied plant in some of the ways I 
have indicated, then if they are still unhealthy you may 
put it down that the air of your reception-room, or din- 
ing-room, or library, which vou are seeking to adorn, 
is not just what it should be for your family to breathe. 
The fine fern or palm needs a tepid bath once or twice 
a week to keep the dust oud of its lungs, the leaves. 
This does not mean a “soaking,” but simply that it be 
genuinely washed off. I believe, too, that house plants 
should usually be waiered with tepid water so as not to 
change she temperature ‘oo radically. But chief among 
the diretiions is the fresh air free from poisonous gas.

Greenhouse Methods.

them. were used in any kind of structure. France was 
the first country to use glass in window openings only a 
little more than a hundred years before America was dis- 
covered. In structures erected by Greece and Rome, 
glazed windows were entirely unknown. In fatt, there 
were even few window openings in any class of struc- 
ture. Temples and public buildings were commonly 
lighted through openings in the roof, while dwellings 
were usually lighted by doors opening on the interior 
court which formed the center of every house. If a room 
were too large te be sufficiently lighted in this way, win- 
dow openings were provided. but they were not filled 
with glass. Metal grilles or carved stone screens kert 
out intruders and admitted light and air. In climates 
where there was litile rain and no cold weather, such 
unglazed windows were not as inconvenient as would ap- 
pear at first thought, and they are still to be found in 
Southern Europe and Asia. But when Rome conquered 
what was afterward known as France, she built there 
exactly the same structure used in Maly, the unglazed 
window opening being used irrespective of climate. In 
the north about Paris it was too cold to endure open 
windows in dwellings, so they were closed by heavy 
wooden shutters, in which were cut round holes for the 
admission of a small amount of light. These were filled 
with oiled parchment. Public buildings of all kinds had 
unglazed windows no matter what the climate. These 
conditions continued after the fall of the Roman empire 
during the Dark Ages, and it ie only in the eleventh 

tury ¢hat they began to use glass in church windows; but 
it required the invention of colored, or stained, glass to 
make its use universal in these structures. The appreci- 
effin of beauty which has always distinguished the 
French’ people then demanded the use of glass where 
comfort did not. In truth, comfort, as we know it, was 
utterly undreamed of until long after the thirteenth 
century. Just when glass was commonly used in dwell- 
ing-houses the writer has been unable to determine defi- 
nitely, but there are reasons for believing it was not 
until the latter part of the fourteenth century. From 
the first it seems to have been used as much with refer- 
ence to is beauty as its utility. While uncolored, it 
was placed in leaded sash and given the most beautiful 
and artistic forms. The same minute and loving care 
was given the windows that was lavished on all architec- 
tural details of the Gothic period, and they must have 
formed che most prized feature of the medieval dwelling.

* A CRITIC'S OPINION. 


He Discusses THE POSSIBILITIES OF ARCHI- 
: TECTURE IN SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA. 


Elmer Grey, in the Architectural Record for January, 
writes: “The question arises, what prospect there is 
that these great architectural possibilities in Southern 
California be turned into satisfactory realties.. The 
factors which will determine it are its wealth, the 
caliber of its architecis, and the degree of culture of 
ite people. The twentieth century is a commercial 
‘era, and the American people are a money-making na- 
tion. They must inevitably be this before they have 
a great art. Im pas eras the means of such works lay 
largely in the han of princes and popes. Today. es- 
pecially. in America, it is chiefly with men of com- 
merce, princes of finance. The money-making phase 
of American life is one not to be regretted; it is one to 
be looked upon as a siage toward a possible period of 
great accomplishment.” 

Mr. Grey believes that: “California already has some 
able architects, men of power and stibstance, who know 
a good thing when they see it, and are able to make 
good things of their own; but more of the same stamp 
are needed; men of original creative power, who re- 
spect tradition, but who are noi slaves to it, are ar- 
tistic, but not on that account unpractical, and prac- 
tical, but not therefore inartistic; who have enough 
ability to get work, and, it may also be appropriately

Nearly Extinct. 


The terrapin suppiy is, indeed, neering extinction 
at an alarmingly rapid pace. In Maryland, where the 
most productive fisheries are located, the catch has 
fallen off to one-sixtieth of what it was in 1901. In 
Virgiola the output has dwindled to one-tenth of that 
of 1901. These figures are alarming. to say the least. 
To save the terrapin while there was yet time, Fish 
Commisioner Bowers delegated Prof. William Perry 
Hay to make a complete study of the diamond-backs 
of the Chesapeake Bay region, and supplemental to 
this field work the experimental pounds described were 
lately decided upon. Prof. Hay has conducted a series 
of experiments for determining not only the life history 
of these valuable tunics, but their adapiability to 
artificial @ropagation. He has made an unsurpassed 
colection of live diamond-backs, and an extensive series 
of photographs. 

Diamond-backs are distinctly American luxuries and 
have been found only along the Atlantic Coast. They 
are confined to a long belt extending from Buszard's 
Bay, Mass., to Yucatan. The Europeans have envied 
us on their acount, and some years ago the Prince of 
Canino attempied to iniroduce them along the coast 
of Italy. How this experiment succeoded our natural- 
ists have not learned, 


‘Where Found. 


Low-lying swamps are the favorke homes of th 
diamon@-backs and in such places they are found along 
protected bays and inlets. They prefer salt or brackish 
water, but are found also in nearly all of the rivers 
which empty into the sea’ They even ascend to where 
‘the Water is quite fresh. In the Potomac, for instance, 
they have been caught within four mes of Washing- 
ton, while in the James they venture even above 
Jamestown. The “Eastern Shore” of Maryland and 
the coast of the Carolinas have long supplied the greater 
proportion of those which enter into commerce. Some 
fine specimens have been caught also in Egg Harbor, 
N. J. la these three regions a half century ago they 
were seen in great abundance sunning themselves on 


departs, joining at the water's edge the throng of 
happy turties preparing for their summer frolics. Her 
egga hatch in about six weeks, if the weather is warm, 
but many require twice that interval if the season is 
cold. The young, soon efter hatching, scamper to the 
nearest marsh end dig into the ground. Here they 
spend their first winter and possibly a part of their sec- 
ond summer. When first hatched they are about a half 
inch in diameter and seem to fear water, which they 
will not enter willingly until they are several weeks old. 
They grow about one inch a year until a length of 
five inches or thereabouts is reached, whon the rate of 
expansion becomes slower, although it' probably con- 
tinues throvghout life. 


The diamond-back feeds upon such crustaceans and 
mollusks as it is able to catch and crush, but as its 
jaws are weak compared with that of other turties it 
is compelled to limit its diet to the smaller and softer 
of these species. During exceptionally high tides it 
frequently follows the water into the gra lowland, 
where it enjoys an insect hunt. u varies its animal 
food with the tender shoots and rootlets of marsh 
plants and fresh water seems to be a necessity of its 
meuu, although it can live a long time without 
it. It appears to live out its Ute at or near the 
place of its birth, not being nomadic as commonly sup- 
posed. 

Ways of Catching. * 


Methods of catching the diamond-back are numerous. 
Unfortunately for its welfare, a little mound of mud 
is always raised above the spot where it disappears 
during the long winter sleep. This at once attracts 
the trained eye of the terrapin fisherman. One of the 
latter’s methods is to thrust into the little mounds of 
mud a slender rod, like the rammer of a muzzie-loading

An Averted Tragedy. 


A TALE or THE Drsrnr CouNTRY 
IN THE LONG DrovucGar.

T was the last year of the drought, when the foothill 

country lay parched in the heat, and when men and 

women almost ceased to hope. A few. more months 
and the rain wind, fresh with the salt of the sea, reeled 
in from che south, with the rain at its heels, sweeping 
in ‘orrents over the hills and valleys; then came the soft 
sreen of che alfilaria aud sage and the flash of a rain- 
bow of flowers in the sun, and joy and prosperity in all 
the foothill country, made permanent by the creeping 
in, foot by foot, of great irrigation duches and huge res- 
ervoirs. But this was earlier. 


The shanty-like little house of blackened. unpainted | 


redwood boards stood among the foothills of the Coast 
range in Southern California. The sbake roof. the bat- 
tened sides, the half-windows and low doors were auch 
as might be seen the country over. 

At the front door a puny little vine—a passion vine 
climbed for a little way up a netting of interwoven bal- 
ing wire, and furtber away a dusty geranium grew un- 
thriitily. A big spreading pepper tree grew by (he road- 
Side; under it the ground was red with berries. All 
around were biils and rocks and sand. Cactus grew lux- 
urtantly in the sandy washes, and sage and wild buck- 
Wheat on the hillsides. In midsummer the cactus was 
gorgeous with red waxen flowers: but the buckwheat 
flowers were brown and the sage dying. ; 

it was very early in che morning, not yet 4 o'clock. 
The hills were still dark, with no sign of purpling. 
Mocking birds and gaudy-winged yellow hammers darted 
in and out-of the pepper branches incessantly; the cocks 
in the henhouse flapped their great wings: silence sat 
the hills. As far as the eye couid reach there was no 
other dweiling. no green. thing, no sign of lite. 

The little valley among che multitude of hills might 
bare been laid down as a puzzle, the egress of which was 
almost impossible to solve, so bewildering was the same- 
ness of the hills, the sandy washes and clumps of cactus. 
Even the railroad would hardly be trusted to find its 
way out of the maze. 

Karly in the morning it was a peaceful, restful place; 
the sand lay gray in the gray valley. At noon no eye 
could brave the glare of the hot white sand; the hills 
would be flattened by the heat, and a wavering, glim- 
mering blur, with ho: winds from the desert would drive 
all animal life into the slim shade of rocks or brush or 
shanty. Even the lizard, whose luxury is heat, would 
pant «brough the noon hours under some grudging cac- 
tus shade, and the horned toad, under the dried mock 
orange vines, make a rustling in the leaves. The slug- 
gish rattler alone crawled sometimes to a broad rock 
and sunned himself at high noon, when the last rabbit 
hade¢cuitied through the sage and the quail crouched 
hidden in the cool cafions. 

At 4 o'clock the door of the little house coened noise- 
lessiy and a woman came stealthily out and into the 
yard. Her eyes were strangely bright, her face white 
and set. A litle low swing, with a box seat, hung under 
the pepper tree, and in it lay a little train of cars, bat- 
tered and broken and tied with many strings. The 
woman stopped a moment, listening, and then, still with 
the bright and tearless eyes but with a relaxing of the 
lips, she stooped and kissed the little battered train, and 
touched with her thin fingers the little swing, not tear- 
fully nor yet passionately, but as one in dumb agony 
migt¢ kiss the lips of a dead child.

TRANSFER OF CAVALRY ARM. 
Much interest is taken in the project now before the 


to furnish a large force of artillery. It has been found 
that the present Congress is in no mood to enlarge the 
army, and it is realized that something must be done for 
the artillery in order that the costly mechanism of the 
guns of coast forts may not be injured. The transfer of 
the cavalry or any part of that arm to the artillery corps 
presents a serious problem, and one which does not lend 
itself easily to solution. The chief of staff is understood 
to entertain the belief that no such resoportionment of 


the cavalry should remain as t is, although most army 
officers not connected with the cavalry are of the opinion 


branches. Gen. Chaffee feels that it would be danger- 
ous to meddle with the existing arrangement, and it is 
probable that the General Staff will be much influenced 
by this conservative view.

HE word over, primitive man has first revered 
the sun, and then, perceiving that the sunlight 
works miracies in the vegetation on earth, he has 
transformed his sun god into an earth god, a giant 
striding across mountain and valley “with nine-league 
boots,” the wonder-worker of the world. The sun 
myth is universal; but on the old continent, where war 
and conquest have greatly intermixed different races, 
the later development of the myth has not always been 
along the original lines, and its pristine significance 
and quaint imagery have often been lost. 

In America, however, no matter what wars occurred. 
it was Indian conquering Indian, and the myth re- 
‘mained unalloyed, save that it took a certain coloring 
from the character of the tribe in which each particular 
version is found, being sometimes lofty, sometimes de- 
based, the god of some tribes sitting aloft and ruling 
the world in majestic and godlike manner, of other 
tribes becoming terrestrial in his habitat and decidedly 
carnal in his appetites, even to the assumption of an 
enimal form and conduct according to the ways of the 
brute kind. 

In general, the virility and single-mindedness of the 
Indian character have had their effect on the amplifica- 
tion of the myth, and we find in the legends of the 
Amerind a poetic fancy and a vivid realism of detail 
unequaled by anything in the mythological philosophies 
of the Old World. : fe 

When the sky walker becomes an earth walker, chen 
realism is at its height; for in parts of the myth the 
celestial character of the god is wholly iost to sight and 
he is represented as a veritable human being: and where 
it is nct lost, the mythmakers seem to have taken an 
esthethic pleasure in throwing in little artistic touches 
which clinch the man likeness of their hero god. 

Yet, however much he may be of the earth earthy, 
he still retains his magical powers, and his stage of 
action shifts from terra firma to sky with an ease and 
celerity that take no account of the difficulties of the 
situation. In whatsoever vaingiorious and ungodlike 
tricks he may indulge, he still, at times, betrays his 
kinship with the heatenly luminaries. When old 
Coycte of the Pacific Slope plucks out his eyes for balls 
and tosses them up, they stick fast in the sky as stars; 
and when his buman enemies think they have him se- 
curely entrepped, he laughs at them from the hilltop, 
and paases up the sky. 

There are fine graphic strokes in the legends of the 
Abenaki of New England. Here the light god was 
Kulooskap. who had a twin brother, Malsum, or Dark- 
ness. Their mother, the Dawn Maiden, perished in giv- 
ing them birth; but their grandmother, the Sky. lived 
on and took chafge of Kulooskap’s little brother, Mar- 
tin, the Morning Star, whom she ‘carries on her back 
like an Indian papoose, face backward, so that he is 
always the firat to perceive the approach of Kulooskap. 

Night after night Malsum oursued Kulooskap, follow- 
ing far into the forest, stealing up and trying to slay 
him while he slept; until the latter arose in sorrow and 
in anger and, seeking Malsum in the deep, dark forest, 
smote him till he fell down dead. Then he sang a song 
over him and lamented. Sometimes, in indignation 
at the petty treacheries of his brother, Kulooskap 


rises in his wrath and stretches up taller and taller, tiii |. 


his head reaches the sters and higher, while Malsum 
sinks down, smaller and smaller, till he is a mere child, 
‘till he dies like a dog at the feet of the light god. At 
times in their flight, they leave their footprints in the 
sand or the snow, Kulooskap's round (like shodaws at 
noontide,) Malsum’s long and pointed (like shadows at 
morning and evening.) 8 1 

Malsum is always plotting against the old grand- 
mother and the little Morning Star. He eteals them and 
runs away with them; and they have a hard time trav- 
Sling over mountain and valley with their cruel captor. 
When Kulooskap overtakes them, Martin looks wan and 
feeble, but he still wears his good clothes, for the Morn- 
ing Star is always well dressed. One night in the long, 
cold winter, Malsum tried to freeze all three of the 
others to death. The fire died down, the white rime 
‘thickened on ali things, the sap im the trees turned to 
ice, and the greet oaks burst open with resounding 
snaps, little Martin died at midnight (dying first, as 
usual,) then the grandam perished; but the two heary 
watchers sat the long night through, and as morning 
eame Kulooskap laughed and told his gandam and his 
Iatle brother to awake, and the morning star shone 
out again, the sky grew bright, and the sun arose and 
went on his journey through the heavens as on the 
days that had gone before. 

Once Kulooskap took his grandmother and Martin 
into his canoe and floated away on a mighty river, 
which was broad and beautiful at first, but around 
which the cliffs gradually closed till it flowed under 
ground, and the cataracis and rapids were so terrible 
that death seemed to come with every plunge of the 
canoe, Fear came upon Martin and the dame, so that 
they died; but the master sat with silent soul, though 
he sang the songs of magic, and so singing, passed into 
the night. He emerged at length into the Land of 
Dawn, beaching his canoe, and bore the grandmother 
and Martin to a lonely hut on the shore, where, at his 
command, they arose and deemed they had only slept. 

Kulooskap has two dogs, one black, one white, like 
night and day. At the twilight hour they are no larger 
than mice; and the grandmother sends them out over 
the water afloat on a bit of birch bark; but as the hours 
go by, each of them waxes tall like a giant, till his head 
acrapes the top of the sky. , 

In the Sauk legends Huki, the sky grandmother, 
its bent forward with her face resting in her hands.“ 


— 


So, too, in the legends of the Wintu of California, old 
Kahit, che Wind, sits with head his hands on a 
corner of land far to the northwest, de the sky, and 
he never lifts his head or looks up, except when sum- 
moned by the great god Olelbis; then he rush- 
ing fiercely forward, blowing his whistle till his cheeks 
puff out, sending Mem Loimis (the water) ahead of 
him so that he can push her from behind. His whistle 
is his own; ne has always had it. 

In the same legends Lutchi, the humming bird, is the 
messenger of god Olelbis; “no one can trayel so fast-as 
Lutchi,” i. e., he darts forth as swift as light. Sun- 
beams and the Aurora Borealis are often represented 
by the humming bird. 

Olelbis has his wigwam on the upper side, on top of 
the sky, which. as in all early philosophies, is a solid 
dome resting on the edge of the flat earth. Nothing can 
get through or under the sky unless it is propped up for 
the occasion, or unless, as in the myths of some tribes, 
the sky oscillates by lifting up and down at regular in- 


he says: “Here is a sky pole and a sky prop.“ giving 
him the appliances with which to make an exit for him- 
self and an entrance for the wind.and water. Again, 
when he sends outside the sky for earth which he wished 
to sift down—chrough his net on the under side of the 
sky—upon the barren rocks, he has to provide the lever 
and the prop. And in each case when the support is re- 
moved, the sky comes down with a terrible bang. 

The Norse account of Thor grasping his hammer till 
his knuckles grow white, and of Baldur's imprisoned 
wife Nanna sending her thimble as a parting keepsake 
to Frigga have been regarded as the ne plus uitra of real- 
ism in mythology; but they do not surpass, in this re- 
epect, the Sauk story of Wisakaha, the young sun, in his 
journey across the beautiful country, glancing back over 
his shoulder and beholding the last of his flagging pur- 
suerg, a very old and feeble manitou (cloud,) stooping 
to tie his moccasin string; nor that of the same sun god, 
hearing a voice calling through the air: “Oh! Wisa- 
kaha, I am dying! I am dying!” and knowing thus that 
the manitous had slain his brother; nor that of the 
ghost of this departed brother standing outside Wisa- 
kaha’s lodge—which, being dead, he may not enter—and 
reaching his hand through the door for the gourd rattle 
and the fire which he will need to welcome his relatives 
as, one after another, they arrive in ¢hat land whither he 
is going, the Land of the West, beyond the place where 
the sun goes down. 


As a description of the conflict between the sun and the 
fogs, nothing could be finer than the part of ¢his Sauk 
myth which says that every morning, as the sun arose, 
two ‘hoary old manitous came out of their cave in an 
island far in the sea, and lay stretched out, sunning 
themselves at the two ends of the island. one gazing over 
the waters toward the north, the other toward the south, 
guarding their domain so that nothing could reach it 
alive. Wisakaha, who had long wished to destroy the 
moneters, went one day to the highest peak of a lofty 
mountain and sat there watching the evil ones and plan- 
ning how he might get over to their isiand. It was au- 
tumn, and the trees were bare, so he could see plainly, 
and he notice] that when the wind wafted dead leaves 


across and dropped them beside the manitou, they did 


not look up nor appear to notice; so after several unsuc- 
cessful attempts with winged seeds like those of the dan- 
delion, and with other things, he at last succeeded in 
wafting a spider's web to the island, and in crossing on 


he touched the island shore, he resumed his own proper 
person and shot his arrows (sunbeams) first into one 
manitou and then into the other. 


Then such a fight as they had! Wisakaha would Have 
slain the manitbus on the spot, but they howled so loud 
with pain that the earth trembied, and the other mani- 
tous, hearing the cry, came, at the top of their speed, to 
the rescue. Wisakaha caught the heavy tramp of the 
manitous hurriedly approaching, and before he was able 
to bring about tie death of his enemies, he had to flee 
for his own life. | : 


Leter, when the other manitous had dispersed, he re- 
turned to dispatch his wounded foes. He heated his iron 
red-hot and thrust it into the side of one of the mani- 
tous, then into the side of the other, following, each 
time, che track of the wound made by his arrows. The 
manitous far away among the hills heard the shriek of 
pain, beheld the puffs of smoke shooting upward, and 
cresently smelled the odor of burning flesh. 

Then the manitous reassemble, howling and wailing as 
they come, and the tramp of their feet is so heavy that 
the whole earth shakes beneath them. They huri fire 
into all the places where they think Wisakaha may be 
in hiding, and after the fire comes the rain. The rivers 
rise, the lakes overflow, but the sun god flies to the 
mountain; and when the angry manitous heap the waters 
to the summit, a canoe puts off from the highest peak, 
and in the canoe sits Wisakaha with his paddle in his 
hand. Vale! But not forever. He is not utterly van- 
quished, and he will come again with the néw day. For 
long ago, Huki, the old sky grandmother of them all— 
who, though compelled to be on the side of the manitous 
whenever they demand it, will yet never take active part 
against her best beloved grandson—long ago told them 
that Wisakaha was the mightiest manitou of them all, 
and they could never slay him, however much they might 
iry

The Longest Year. 


tt CONTAINED FirrEEN Montus 
INSTEAD OF TWELVE. 


From the New York Post. > 


HE first of the new year is an appropriate time to 
recall the remarkable story of the longest year in 


the world’s history, a year that contained fifteen 
months. 


attempt to adjust the lunar months which began with 
each new moon, in their relation to the solar year. 
Twelve revolutions of the moon take 354 days, about 
eleven days less than a crue year. The ancients tried at 
first o correct this by inserting, generally every other 
year, a special intercalary month, just as we do an ad- 
ditional day in leap year. In the Roman calendar; 
from which our own has descended, these corrections 
were always made ai the end of the year. The earliest 
Roman year began in March, as we see by the nu- 
merical Latin names of severai of our months---Sep- 
tember (eeven,) October (eigut.) November (nine,} De- 
cemter (ten)—and we still add our intercaiary day in 
leap year juss before the ancient New Year’s Dar. 

In time the months dropped their lunar character 
and became of irreguiar length, varying from thirty- 
one days in March co twenty-eight in February. The 
year had 355 days, some ten days less than a true year. 
Later on the first of January became both the New 
Tear and the inauguration day of the Roman Consuls. 
These chief magisirares of the Roman republic, unlike 
our Presidents, were elected anuually, so that inaugura- 
on day then was more important than it is at Wash 
Thgton. since it was actually the beginning of a new 
official or civil year each first of January. The inter- 
calary month was, however, still inserted between Fed- 
raary and March, according to ancient custom. The in- 
sertion of the intercalary months and ali maters per- 
taining to the calendar rested in ancient Rome with 
the College of Pontiffs. which formed the supreme 
priestly council, the proper observance of the festivals 
of the gods and other sacred days coming especially 
within the domain of religion. But the Puntiffs, with 
their chief, the Pontifex Maximus. were too often 
dominated by political considerations. In early times 
they were chosen exclusively from the patrician fam- 
ilies. Their privilege of inseming or omitting the inter- 
calery month gave them great political power, which,

Ahead of Ahe Time. 

This practice at length involved the calendar in such 
ecafusion that in Cicero's day it was three months 
ahead of tree time. Thus the firat of May fell in 
bleak, wirtéry weather at what was properly about the 
first of February, while the first of January came in the 
fall season at What is now the beginning of October. 
The ancient Romans had to endure the irony of dating 
their letters in November when they were trying (tc 
bear up under the blazing heat of an Italian summer. 

Bur in the year B.C. 4 Rome's foremost soldier,

Among the many honors receivei by this conqueror 
was the office of Pontifex Maximus; and as head of the 
priestly cotlege mater apoe ing to the calendar 
fell within his province.

Caesar calied in the aid of Sosigenes, an Alexandrian 
astronomer, to rectify de error and prevent it for the 
future. It was in the year of Rome 708—46 B. C., accord- 
ing to cur reckoning hat the revision took place. It 
is Sid. although this point is not quite certain, that 
Cecsar intended to fix the first of January in the fol- 
lowing zer 700 (B.C. 45) on the winter solstice, the 
Shortest day in the year. This arrangemet«¢ would 
have Leen as nearly perfect as possible, far superior 
to that which we observe, in which New Year fails some 
ten days after the solstice, and has no reference to any- 
thing of a natural character. If Caesar had taken the 
shortest day for the first of January he would have had 
a definitely-fixed landmark indicated by the movement 
ef the earth itself as preéminently the correct point of 
¢ime for this event. For the sun sinks daily and the 
days become sborter until December 21 or 22. when, as 
if new born, the sun begins again to mount the vens 
and the days begin to lengthen. 

The Sun’s Birthday. | 

The Roman name for this time was “Natalis solis 
invicti” (the birthday of the unconquered sun.) when 
the luninary’s decline was changed into a fresh ascen- 
sion. It is one of the greatest misfortunes of the cal- 
endar that this change was not carried out. But the 
story goes that about ten days later than the solstice 
there was a new moon, which was the starting point 
of the ancient lunar months. It was still looked upon 
as a good augury for a month to begin on the new 
moon, and it was desired chat the year 709, the Wen- 
ing year of Caesar's new calendar. should be in- 
augurated under circumstances that would be au- 
spicious and command the change to public approval, 
it was determined that the following January 1 should 
be on the day of the new moon. But as the new moon

But, apart from this, the straightening out of the 
calendar was admirably managed. The undoing of | 
the tangle was a serious matter and made the year 
B.C. 46 forever memorable. The first of January fell, 


as we have seen, about three months too soon—that is, 


in the pleasant autumnal weather shortly after the 


vintage days, thet were properly in the early part of 


October. The year was allowed to run on until toward 
the close of' February, when the intercalary month was 
inserted at the usual place. This added twenty-three 
days to the year, but did not suffice. The calendar was 
still two months out, and the first of March was giving 
Rome the weather of Christmas. So at the end of No- 
vember (which came at What is now the end of Septem- 
ber,) two more morths were inserted, containing be- 
tween them sixty-seven days. 
these specia! months, which have never since appeared 
in the calendar, the month of December was brought 


to the season in which it now falls, the two inter- 


calary months covering our October and November. 
Those two months were in a sense duplicated. Thus 
in this year there had been added to the regular 355 
days, ninety more. This made the unprecedented total 
of 445 days, or teen months.

cember 31. This started the year of Rome 709 (B.C. 45) 
at the time at Which our years now commence.

Year of Confusion. 


— 


This remarkable vear was scoffingly called “the year 
of confusion,. but Macrobius correctly says that it 


should rather be called “the last year of confusion.” 


The strong measures that had to be taken were neces- 


sary if order was to be resored and the months once 


again placed in their old, time-honored seasons. 


But all Caesar's changes were not yet carried out. 
The year had ‘vill 355 days, and this was ten and one- 
fourth days too short. 
future the insertion of an intercalary month. The 
old experience with this arrangement had been suffi- 
ciently unfortunate. So the year was raised to its 
present length of 865 days, and thus made a solar year 
by adding two days each to January, Sextilis, and De- 
cember, and one day each to April, June, September 
and November, the quarter over being adjusted by the 
insertion Of an extra day every four years et the end of 
February. Our insertion of this day at the ancient 


termination of the year is now our only reminder ot 


the one-time incertion there of a whale month. 


In this way was the great soldier's work carried out 
and the system of chronology established that we prac- 
tically use today. It was an appropriate tribute when 
Augustus changed the name of the month when Caesar 


| was born, so thet we have a reminder of this in the 


name of Julius (July) in place of its ancient designation 
Quintilius. 


But, after all, the year of Julius Caesar was net 
correct enough. for the real year is 11 min, 12 sec. 
short of the 565 days and six hours of his arrangement. 
This is very slight, making only about three quarters of 
a day in a century. But in the sixteenth century the 
year was ten days behind true time, and corrections 
were again made in the calendar. It was still a Pon- 
tifex Maximus who did this, for the bishops of Rome 


assumed that title after the fall of the empire. In 1582 


Pope Gregcry XIII made the necessary corrections by 
ordering that the day after the fourth of October should 
de called the 15th, and to guard against the error 
in the future it was ordered that the year completing 
each century should not be a leap year except at every 
fourth century. This is why the year 1900 was an or- 
dinary sear. and not a leap year. Protestant prejudices 
held out for some time, be: gradually the Gregorian 
calendar was adopted by all Christian countries except 
Russia, so that the West uses the Gregorian and Russia 
the Julian calendar. In Russia the year 1900 took an 
additional day as a leap year, and the calendar of that 


country is now chirteen days different from ours, that 


is, from the year as it stood just after Caesar's re- 
vision. January 1 with us is December 19 in Russia. 


HOW TO OPEN A BOOK. 

Many people, when they first come into possession of 
d new book. are apt to spoil the back by not knowing 
how to open the book properly. Here are a few hints as 
to the best way of opening a volume. It should be held 
with its back on a table, the front board cover 
should be let down, the leaves being held in one hand. 
Next, the other board cover should be let down. Fol- 
lowing this operation, a few leaves should be opened 
at the back. then a few at the front, and soon, alter- 
nately opening back and front, gently pressing open 
the sections till the center of the volume is reached. 
The best results will be obtained if’ this is done two or 
three times. If the book is violently or carelessly coened 
in any one place, the back will very likely be broken,—

A Visrr RECALLED BY THEANNI- 
VERSARY OF THE QUEEN’sS DEATH.

NE is reminded by this date, January 22, of that 
0 ‘ime four years ago when England mourned the 
death of her well-loved Queén, whose passing away, 
hastened no doubt by the war in South Africa, brough' 


sincere grief to people all over the civilized world. The 
writer was stopping in London at the time, and had the 


privilege of seeing evidence of how truly she was be- 


loved by all classes of her subjects. From the dear. 
dainty old lady who had been a débutante at court in 
the Queen's girlish days, to che poor, ragged old woman 
trying to sell papers or pins on the street. 

London never impresses one as a very cheerful city. 
K carries the weight of its years with too much dignity 
for that. Centuriee of time and smoke have put the 
city in half-mourning at all seasons, and now added to 
that was the gray sky and drizzling rain, shuttered shop 
windows draped in black and royal purple, theaters and 
places of amusement closed, and thousands of people 
thronging the streets attired wholly in black. The gloom 
cannot well be described nor the quietness of those days. 
The funeral procession, magnificent in its simplicity and 

dignity was made all the more impressive by the abso- 
lute silence of the millions of people who lined its way 
through London. 

I had seen some of the poor districts with the settle- 
ment visitors, and having one or two addresses to start 
with, made a round of calls among those people whose 
condition somewhat dims the luster of the British crown. 
After passing through most interesting streets, with 
their quaint, picturesque old houses, in a dark alleyway, 
I found the abode of Sam Price, a hard-faced prize- 


fighter, and his family. As he was also a bird fancier 


and his wife fond of flowers, the house, although in a 
dingy, squalid court, had an air of the country about it. 
The dozen or more of linnets hanging in little wooden 
- cages outside sang cheerfully, and many wretched heigh- 
vors stopped quarreling and stood to listen to the birds 
and look at the few straggling primroses growing in the 
window. 

Mrs. Price had a lodger upstairs in a little back room 
imo which she ushered me. This lodger was for many 
years a peddler of needles, tapes and pins, and was a 

well-known character in the court where her “business” 
bad given her the name of Pinrose.“ The bundle of 
rags reclining on a _ well-worn carpet-covered couch 
proved to be “Pinrose.” The protruding rusty springs 
would have made themselves felt, but for the many lay- 
ers of clothing the woman was wearing. Waists, skirts, 
a jacket and shawls, everything that had been given to 
wear at different times, were put on at once. “You 
know where they are when they’re on your back,” she 

said, not having much confidence in the honesty of the 
neighbors. 

The dirty little grate which at its best would not hold

She 
had groaned and complained so much the night before 
when she had heard of the Queen's death and imagined 
she would die, too, that to stop che noise her neighbors 
had threatened the infirmary or poorhouse. No wonder 
she wanted to die ere.“ She quite forgot her sorrow, 
and smiled contentedly at the thought of not leaving 
‘ome and having her favorite drink every day, which 
was promised her. 
She was up in a few days and had her rags dyed black 
in time for the Queen's funeral, and probably wore 
mourning longer than those in court circles. She may 
be peddling yet, but she will carefully avoid the vicinity 
of eleciric lights, not having confidence, as she told me 
in any but candle light for fear of an explosion from 
some of these modern improvemenis. 

I heard several pleasant ancedotes of the royal family 
from Mrs. Bell, the niece of a nurse in the Queen's house-. 
hold. Having been left orphans at an early age, she 
and her brother had lived with their aunt in a cottage 
at Windsor. She spoke most affectionately of Her Maj- 


esty, who had often brought beautiful presents to the. 
children when making her frequent calls on her faithful 


old servant. When the boy had grown and entered the 
army, owing to the interest of his sovereign promotion

In quite another part of the city I found Sarah Pickett, 
au old blind woman well known to many outside of the 
narrow court for her unwearying good spirits. Her good 
spirits were not all the spirits she had on occasions, as 
I discovered. Her apt scripture quotations, curates and 
missionaries had read to her until she was full of Bible 
verses and often nothing else, and fitted them in on all 
possible and impossible occasions. Her father had. been 
a village cobbier, and after his death she, a young rosy- 
cheeked country girl, with ber invalid mother, had come 
to London and taken lodgings in a dingy street. Sarah 
had found employment at a dressmaking establishment 
now. very much patronized by Americans, where for 
thirty-six years Sarah had sewed on sleeves. She had 
worked in the dimly¥-lighted room until her eyesight had 
gone. Once she had seen the Queen in the park, 
the only time she had ever been in a park. I entered her 
room quietly that morning and beheld Sarah, her coun- 
tenance fairly beaming with happiness as she took a 
“wee nippie“ from a flask. Not wishing to take away 
any of the pleasure she seemed to derive from the fla- 
vor, I waited until she had replaced the cork and hidden

3 “DARKNESS VISIBLE.” 

Without having actually seen them, you cannot im- 
agine how dark some Japanese country villages remain 
even in the brightest and hottest weather. In the neigh- 
borhood of Tokio itself there are many villages of this 
kind. At a short distance from such a settlement you 
see no houses; nothing is visible but a dense grove of 
evergreen trees. The grove, which is usually composed 
of young cedars and bamboos, serves to shelter the vil- 
lage from storms, and also to supply timber for various 
purposes. So closely are the trees planted that there 
is no room to pass between the trunks of them; they 
stand straight as masts, and mingle their crests 80 as 
to form a roof that excludes the sun. Each thatched 
cottage occupies a clear space in the plantation, the 
trees forming a fence about it, double the height of 
the building. Under the trees it is always twilight, even 
at high noon: and the houses, morning or evening, are 
half in shadow” What makes the first impression of 
such a village almost disquieting is. not the transparent 
gloom, which has a certain weird charm of its own, bw 
the stillness. There may be fifty or a hundred dwellings; 
but you see nobody; and hear no sound but the twitter 
of invisible birds, the occasional crowing of cocks, and 
the shrilling of cicadae. Even the cicadae find these 
groves too dim, and sing faintly; being sun lovers, they 
orefer the ¢rtes outside the village. I forgot to say 
that you may sometimes hear a viewless shuttle— 
chaka-ton, chaka-ton—but that familiar sound, in the 
great green silence, seems an elfish happening. The 
reason of the hush is simply that the people are not at 
home. All the adults have gone to the neighboring 
fields, the women carrying their babies on their backs; 
and most of the children have gone to the nearest 
echool, perhaps not less than a mile away. Verily, 
one seems to behold the mysterious perpetuation of con- 
ditions recorded in the texts of Kwang-Tze: 

“The ancients who had the nourishment of the world 
wished for nothing, and the world had enough; they did 
nothing, and all things were transformed; their stillness 
was abysmal, and the people were all composed.”—

While the Kunzite was at first thought difficult to cut, 
this was only on account of the cieavage, and as this is 
what is termed a “facile cleavage, i. e., all in one di- 
rection, those iapidaries who had experienced the prac- 
lice of cutting hiddenite, or the yellow Brazilian spodu- 
mene, nad no difficuliy with Kunzite, and for over u year 
splendid gems have been sold in the eastern market. 
These gems are from 100 to 150 carats and the color va- 
ries fram white to pluk and lilac pink to dark lilac. 
They are very brilliant, no matter what the color. They 
ere, as a rule, very free from flaws, and whet pink are 
distinguished by being one of a very few natural siones 
of that color. As a lilac gem it is unique.’ The price 
varies from $6 to $20 a carat. 


The Kuuzite mines are practically owned-—at least the 
producing mines are owned—-by Fred M. Sickler and his 
father, M. M. Sichler of Pala; Frank A. Salmons, the 
County Clerk of San Diego county, and the Naylor and 
Fano claims in Kiverside county.

Fruit Cutter and Pitter. 


NEW fruit-cutting and pitting machine has be 
13338 and patented dy Jerome Caldwell, « 
dent of Los Angeles. This invention, a result of years 
of experimenting,. will prove of much interest to fruit 
men. While quite ingenious it is very simple. De- 
scribed in language devoid of technica! terms, it consists 
of a series of thin steel (cireular) disks with edges very 
sharp. Two of these disks are eight inches in diameter,

mounted on metal shafis on a small wooden frame. 


| Each disk revolves in a direction opposite to the other 


working somewhat on the principle of a clothes-wringer 

machine. As ihe fruit is fed in from above, it is drawn | 
own between the sharp edges of the opposing disks, 
which cut into the pit on each side. The Shaft of one 
disk bas movable bearings adjusted with a spring; as 

the pit passes down this disk moves gradually back, sq

Though the berry growers of this valley have had 
rather light second and third crops, yet they have had a 
most prosperous year. Two hundred acres were in bear- 
ing the past séason, and all berries found a good mar- 
ket, thus greatly extending and firmly establishing the

cost of Lemons. ; 

HE California Cultivator gives the expense account 

in detail, of fruiting twenty acres of lemons, from the 
experience of C. C. Teague of Santa Paula. The total 
orchard expense for the year—tools, horse feed, fertil- 
izers, cultivation, irrigation and picking—was $2,991.81. 
Expense of packing, $2,423.30, a total of $5,415.11. The 
production from the grove was 4100 boxes, making the 
cost per box $1.32. This.means that the grower who is 
selling his lemons for less than $450 per car is losing 
money. Mr. Teague does not use any special 
formula for fertilizing his lemon lands, but uses 
& great deal of green manuring, stable manures 
for humus, etc. These figures place the cost of 
producing a box of lemons pretty high, and are 
somewhat discouraging. But their correctness can- 
not be duestioned in this case, foe exact accounts 
were kept. There may be others, however, 
growing lemons much cheaper, but we can only take 
account of actual figures as they are presented.

Citrus Investigation.

Mr. Powell has been engaged for some 
time in investigating the causes of discoloration in cold- 
storaged apples. The results have been published in a 
large illustrated bulletin by the department which is of 
extreme value to the apple men, and it will be referred 
to for years as the best exposition of all that relates to 
keeping apples, Now Mr. Powell is starting with the 
orange as it is clipped from the tree, and ‘will follow it 
up all ¢he way to the market, studying methods of hand- 
ling, transportation, fungus diseases, ete., hoping to 
discover the causes of loss from tree to retail stall. A 
lack of funds will not permit as full a report as could 
be expected with plenty of funds. Mr. Powell forms 
me that $1500 is the outside sum that can be had for 
this winter's investigation.

THE FARM. 


MERICAN farms turned off staple products during 

the year just closed having an aggregate value 
$1,200,000,000 greater than the record of 1903. The value 
of farm oroducts in 1904 was nearly double that of 1896, 
a period of moderate crop return, but phenomenally 
low prices. The aggregate value of leading farm 
products last year approximated $6,500,000,000, compared 
with 85,200.00, 00 in 1903 and only $3,500,000,000 in 
1896. These dazzling figures, almost incomprehensible 
in their magnitude, apply to the principal crops and 
ve stock, and do not include the products of many 
other farm. commodities, poultry, garden truck, smal) 
fruits, flowers, etc. ; 

The trend toward marvelous increase in farm wealth, 
through the fact of generally good crops and good 
prices, has been indicated in Orange Judd Farmer's 
crop reports during the season of 1904. The figures 
named by the Secretary of Agriculture in his annual 
December report, published a short time ago, further 
reflected the stability and the prosperity of American 
agriculture. Referring to the value of the products 
of the farm during 1904, Secretary Wilson said: le. 
is safe to place this amount at $4,900,000,000, after ex- 
cluding the values of farm crops fed to live stock, in 
order to avoid duplications. All the gold mines in 
the world have not produced, since Columbus discovered 
America, a greater value of gold than the farmers of 
this country have produced in wealth in two years.” 
It remains for the figures now available, fully covering 
the crops of 1904, to further substantiate these marvei- 
ous statements.—[Orange Judd Farmer. 


LIVE STOCK, 
Government Breeding Farm. 


66 4 NOTHER thing 1 would call attention to is the 
fact that the government is about to establish a 
horse-breeding farm in Colorado for the purpose of 
trying to develop an ideal American carriage horse. 
That there is a lamentable scarcity of this type of 
horse in America is conceded by all who are engaged 
in. the business. The government has made an appro- 
priation and the commission has been appointed to 
create this breeding farm, but the most essential feature 
is to find out what to strive for, that is, the ideal type 
of horse to .produce. 
“To my mind the ideal American carriage animal is 
to the horse family what a banker is among men. He 
is aristocratic in his bearings, intelligent, strong in 
character and individuality and endowed with a proper 
balance of nerve energy. My idea of a standard car- 
riage horse is one that is from 15 to 15% hands high, 
of splendid conformation, and above all, a good depth 
of heart. Without this last feature, a horse lacks en- 
durance and that is an essential quality in an animal 
of this kind. Breed a horse with depth of chest, round 
in body and not.too wide in the hips, for this gives 
a rolling motion which is not only objectionable, but 
decided'y fatiguing. The great misfortune of the times 
is the universal demand for a carriage horse with speed. 
Thousands of carriage horses are being ruined because 
their owner wants to make a record.

There may be some circumstances under 
which a dose of alcoholic liquor is permissible and even 
desirable—éuch, for instance, as when a man has been 
dragged, half-dead, from the water. But those occasions 
are rare; and strong alcoholic liquids, if used at all,

coholic beverages.. Probably ‘be least harmfut fs a good 
pure light wine, properly aged, such as is made in che 
central counties of the State, from land that has grown 
vines for many years. It is peter when mixed. with 
about one-third water, Next. to thad a little pure old 
whisky, American or Scotch. During.the later years of 
her life, the physiclan of Queen Victoriaconfined her 
alcohol at meals to Scotch whisky and water. Alcohol 
should never be taken on an empty stomach. - The prac- 
tice that prevails among some people of taking. a cock- 


tall in the morning is a dangerous one, and is certain to 


injure them. Many find a little hot Scotch at night 
agrees with them fairly well. “The practice of pouring 
down raw spirits, as if it were medicine, followed by a 
dose of water, is practically unknown across che Atlantic. 
The only way spirits are consumed there, to any extent, 
is in B and S”—brandy and soda—or a hot Scotch toddy 
in cold weather. In Germany. the “schnappsbruder”— 
the man Who drinks raw spirits—is looked upon as one 
in the last stage of degeneracy. In North Germany a 
particularly vile alcohol is manufactured from potatoes. 
That the prospect of long life, pot only among heavy 
drinkers, but also among so-called moderate drinkers, is 
greatly lessened, has been conclusively shown, by inves- 
tigations undertaken by insurance companies. In con- 
sequence of his, it was recently announced that specially 
low rates will be given by leading life insurance compa- 
nies to total abstainers. It was discovered that in the ten 
years ot age from forty to fifty—the prime of life—there 
are 6246 deaths among abstalners, while there are 10,861 
deaths among the moderate drinkers, a difference of 74 
per cent. 

till, on this subject of “moderate drinking,” attention 
should be called to the fact thal it makes a great differ- 
ence how, when and where you drink alcoholic bever- 
ages. For instance, the man who takes his alcohol on 
an empty stomach has bis days numbered. In Germany, 
they sit down ct a table, and sip their beer in a leisurely 
manner, with a little cheese, or sausage or something of 
that kind, or perhaps a pretzel—always with something 
in the way of food. Also, they would never dream of 
drinking it ice cold; as is done in this country. There 
is no question but ¢hat the cold temperature at which 


deer is drunk in America is responsible for more kidney 


disease than the beer itself. In this respect. iced drinks 
of any kind are deadty, Americans visiting England:are 
disgusted to find ice so scarce, while the Englishmen are 
astonished to see a people so bent upon suicide. Again, 
in Europe—at least in Germany—the beer is pure, be- 
cause the brewers don't dare to make it otherwise. 
Once more, in regard to “moderate drinking.” In this 
sountry it is quite common to find people who go on pe- 
riodical “jags,” lasting from a few days to a few weeks, 
while between these Outbreaks they don’t touch alcohol 
at all. Now, of course, from a social and financial paint 
of view, such a man is away below and behind the good 
citizen, who takes his little toddy every hour or two 
during the day. It ts a question, however, whethe? or 


not the man who goes on these periodical sprees. 


has not a better chance of a reasonably long 
life than the man who keeps his system soaked 
with alcohol all the time, never being thor- 
oughly drunk or thoroughly sober. If you must 
drink alcoholic beverages, do so in‘ a reasonable 


‘Way, not like a hog. Give your system an occasional

rest—say one day a week, and one week four dimes a 
year. Also, it is a good thing to make a rule not to 
drink anything alcoholic before a certain hour—if oos- 
sible before the hour at which you conclude your daily 
labors. This you will find a good rule, not only from a 
hygienic point of view, but otherwise. 

By the way, whet is “moderate drinking?” It would 
be rather a difficult matter to define it. In Germany, it 
is no uncommon thing for students and others to drink 
twenty or more steins of beer, one evening after another. 
There are scores of men in Los Angeles who average e¢ 
least a quart of whisky a day, year in and year out, and 
yet seldom show any glaring signs of intoxicadon. One 
of the marvels of nature is the manner in which the hu- 
man system can accustom itself to poisons. De Quincey, 
the opium -eater, could sit at a ¢able with a bottle of 
laudanum in front of him, and take glass after glass, 
with a man who was drinking port wine. It must not 
be supposed, however, that because you can accustom 
yourself to poison it will have no ill effect upon you. 
is as bad a sign when a man can take a large amount of 
alcoho! without ghowing any effects from it as when a 
girl can listen to risque stories, without blushing. 

So much for that side of the question. From che above 

may clearly be seen that the editor is not an advocate of 
throwing down the bars in regard to the consumption of 
alcohol. When it comes to a discussion of how bert to 
reguiate the traffic, he is, however, entirely at variance 
with the Prohibitionists. That prohibition does not 
prohibit has been so conclusively proved that it is astcn- 
ishing to find intelligent people maintaining the con- 
trary. 
And then, how about those patent medicines that con- 
tain all che way from 25 to 50 per cent. of aledhol, or 
from five to ten times as much as light wines? What is 
it proposed to dc about them? 

The Prohibitionists might accomplish far more good. 
if they would attaek the use of such deadly drugs as 
morphine, and cocaine, and opium, whether pre- 
scribed by a physician’. or not, for they are just 
as deadly whether “prescribed by a physician” 
or bought in a drug store, because a fellow has 
a craving for it. Little is known by the general 
public of the terrible and growing ravages caused by 
these death-dealing drugs, among people of all classes. 
An awful responsibility rests upon the doctors, for pre- 
scribing these drugs, ¢hat, when once they get a grip 
upon a man or woman, ruin them physically, menstally 
and morally, beyond recall. The difference between «a 
drunkard and a‘morphine or cocaine fiend is abaut the 
difference between a mischievous boy and a murderer, ~ 

Once more, why do not the Prohibitionists—if they 
really want to benefit poor humanity—etudy, and then 
disseminate the information that a large consumption of 
flesh food and a craving for alcohol inevitably go hend 
an hand- as inevitably as two and two make four. The 
reason for this is simple, as the editor of this department 
has frequently stated. Flesh food is excessively nitrog- 
enous. Alcohol is entirely carbonaceous. Therefore, 
the excessive consumption of nitrogen demands an equiv- 
aleni, which the meat eater finds in the concentrated car- 
bon of alcohol. It is a fact that a craving, not only 
for alcohol, but also for nicotine, may be greatly les- 
sened by the adoption of a simple non-flesh dictary, free 
from all spices and fondiments. Why don't the Prohibi- 
tionists take up this question, if they really want to do 
good, and not merely oose as statesmen? 

A frué diet tends to remove the craving for alcohol, 
fruit being mainly carbonaceous, while the acids also ae“ 
as a corrective. For this reason, the frequent eating of | 
oranges has been urged as a means of overcoming the 
‘liquor. habit. Sweets, in the shape of candy, are used 
‘by many people who eat much meat, and do not drink 
‘liquors. Such people get their concentrated carbon i 
tenis. shape. insiead of alcohol. If you notice, you wi 
‘find that the eating of much fruit of much candy rarely 
igoes with a large consumption of alcohol. That is to 
say, people who live largely on fruit or eat largely of 
candy are seldom heavy drinkers, and vice versa. From 
‘this u may be seen that the unnaturally large consu mp- : 
tion of flesh food by Americans the only civilized peo- 
ple in the world who eat meat three times a day—tis 
‘largely responsible on the one hand for drunkenness. 
and on the other hand for dyspepsia, caused by acid 
stomach, arising from eating too many sweew—and also 
for dentixés. 

As The Times has editorially. remarked, the sensible 
and efficient means of dealing with the liquor traffic is 
to regulate it closely, even as it was regulated so long 
ago as the days of Babylon, where the punishment was 
death for che barmaid who gave a bribe of drinks or 
money to a policeman. High license is good, but it is 
not sufficient, of itself. Obviously, a man who’ infends 
to break the law, selling liquors at unlawful hours, and 
encouraging the operations of thieves and confidence 
men, can better afford to pay a hundred dollars a month 


chan a man who strictly complies with the law can afford 


$650. Therefore, there should be a strict investigation of 
the character of the men who are granted licenses to con- 
duct liquor establishments. In Germany the “Herr 
wirth” is one of the most honored men of the city or vi- 
lage, whose acquaintance is sought by the priest, the as- 
sessor, the Mayor and other notables. In Germany. a 
man would no more think of misconducting himself in a 
liquor establishment than in a dry goods store. and 
should he do so he will promptly be put where he be- 


longs. 
One more thing in regard to the regulation of the 
liquor traffic, When a license is taken away, for cause, 


it should stay away—not be granted again within a few 
weeks, to a relative, or a barkeeper of the late proprietor,

Doctors and Patent Medicines. 


HE Medical World, a Philadelphia monthly maga- 

zine which, as may be remembered, refused to ex- 
change with The Times, because che editor of this de- 
pariment is a “layman”—is full, month after month, 
of denunciations, by medical correspondents of patent 
medicines. The editor of this department will not be: 
charged by his readers with having any particular 
friendly feeling for che manufacturers of patent medi- 
eines, yet he is inclined to laugh in his sleeve when he 
sees these medicos so rapidly attacking proprietary 
remedies, not, be it understood, because they believe 
such remedies to be dangerous to the public, but be- 
cause the sale of such remedies interferes with the 
business of the doctors. 
As a fact, the average patent medicine is noi likely 
to do any more harm, if as much, as the average pre- 
scription of the “regular” physician. As to alcohol, if 
the patent medicines contain a large percentage of it. 
so also do almost all the medical prescriptions—not. 
only alcohol, but sometimes morphine and other deadly 
drugs, the habit of which is easily acquired, leading to 
mental and physical ruin. 


Abstemious Japanese. 


A 8 the editor has said, the 8 war cer- 
tainly furnishes a good object lesson of the greater 


eaters, for the Japanese are practically vegetarians. A 
writer in a vegetarian contemporary has the following: 

“The Japanese may be called vegetarians; for it is 
only within a recent period that meat has come to play 
any part in their bill of fare. Fish, flesh and fowl 
were once strictly forbidden as articles of food by the 
tenets of Buddhism, but gradually one after another 
came to be allowed. Fish is one of the staples now, 
but only a little is eaten, as a relish with rice. Even 
at the present time, meat is very scarce, and is not 
used in large quantities, even by the upper class. 
Chicken, gam beef, ham and pork are found for sale 
in most large cities, but beef is cut up into small 
mouthfuls and sold to the Jananese by the ounce: while 
chickens are carefully and minutely dissected, and sold 
by parts, as the wing, che leg, or an ounce or two of 
the breast. The Japanese are amazed to know that 
we foreigners buy a whole chicken or five or six 
pounds of beef at one time and devour it all in two or 
three meals. 


“Rice is, of course, the staple article of diet; in faet, 
it is “the staff or life“ of the Japanese. Among the 
very poor classes. even rice is a luxury. and they sub- 
Sist princ’paliy upon barley or millet, never tasting a 
bit of fsh or meat. Various vegetables, particularly 
beans, are much used, fresh or pickled. Seaweed, fish, 
eggs and nuts are largely eaten: and a sauce made of 
Yeans and wheat, and sold in ee e is the 
tniversal condiment.” —

_ Greenhouse Ferns 


am often asked for new varieties of ferns suitable 
for the greenhouse, and | here append a Hist, but I can- 
not be sure chat all these are alt ainable in Los Ange- 
les. However, ferns are good travelers, and may be 
brought long distances. 

The Davallias are old friends, but there are several 
varieties, and all are useful in baskets. Probably Da- 
vallla Mooreana, a native of Borneo, is the best. 


New Adiantums that have attracted my attention are 
Adiantum macrophyllum, with coarse fronds and heavy | 


spores that mark the rim in decided manner; Adiantum 
‘trapiziorme, from the West Indies, very lovely color; 
and Nephrolepsis exaltata, from which was developed 
the ostrich plume that created so much attention last 
season. For hanging baskets, nothing better can be im- 
ugined than Nepenthes Hookerii, and Nepenthes Sedenii 
the well-known “pitcher plants’—while two other de- 
sirable Nepenthes are N. hybridata and Nepenthes dom- 
ini. There are a number of. desirable Japanese ferns, 
and many of these can be purchased in the form of 
balls and transferred to pots or baskets when desired. 

The florists of the East nearly always recommend 
members ef the Pteris family for basket work, or jar- 
dinieres. 


Pteris adianthoides is a deep, glossy, gr fern that 
is hardy in che house, then argyrea is a gree and white 
marked variety that is satisfactory, and cones from the 


Basi Indies. 

Pteris tremula, from New Zealand, is much used here 
on the Coast, and makes a beautiful pot plant. 

The holly fern, Cyrtomium falcatum, is most remark- ‘ 
ably hardy in Southern California and will grow in dark. 
places. Perhaps che most notable example of it is found 
in the “subway” of Hotel Raymond, where its glossy 
leaves shine in the subdued light, where the sun never 
shone, against the walls of the underground passage to 
the hotel. | 

Tae best soil for ferns is leaf mold from the hills. A 
florist who specializes will spend a year or two in rot- 
ting grass sods and leaves to make a oroper soil for his 
darlings. Peat is very well, provided you are sure to 
get it free from alkaline deposits, but on this coast one 
must choose peat very carefully, or the plants are 
doomed. The best peat on this coasi is that brought 
from Oregon. | 

Summing up directions for fern culture, one finds, first, 
soll—of the right sort. Second, a certain temperature 
must be maintained the year around. Third, freedom 
from drafts. Fourth, abundance of light, but protec- 
tion from the scorching direct rays of the sun. Fojlow- 
ing these directions, one may have in the very least ex- 
pensive and simple sort of a greenhouse ferns of all 
lands and climes gathered together, and the whole plant 
family offers no more lovely group than that of the green 
and graceful ferns. 5 

The trustees of the Carnegie Institute at Washington 
have voted to provide funds for carrying on the experi- 
mental work of Luther Burbank. While he was en- 
gaged in ¢he nursery business he was able to lay by 
enough money to carry on his vat experiments, but for 
the past fifteen years he has been obliged to draw heav- 
ily upon this fund. Last year he sold land that he 
owned to continue the experiments, for many of them 
begun from fifteen to twenty years ago were coming into 
fruition, and unless carried on, the patient work of 
years would be lost. His friends in California and oth- 
ers who undersiood something of this great work took 
up the matter, and through their efforts this grant was 
made. Without it. Mr. Burbank would soon have been 
obliged to give up many of the intensely inieresting 
experiments, and it was only a question of time when 
the experimental grounds at Sebastopol would have to 


go. There were, however, others waiting to take to the |’ 


work of providing the funds had this source not come to 
the rescue, as the State of California, as well as numbers 
of universities, etc.. have realized the great worth of his 
work and ¢he vast importance of the continuance of 
this experimental work of a lifetime, so that they could 
not have seen it stop. 


The plant experimenter has no protection, legal or! 


otherwise, for his productions, and the patient work of 
years brings no returns to the originator at all commen- 
surate with the expenses of its production. He has only 
the satisfaction that he is a benefactor of humanity for 
his reward. | 

The cum allotted to this work is $109000, to be paid 
in ten annual installments of $16,000 each.—j American 
Florist.
